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SECTZOZtST I. 
RELATf NG TO LOCAL COACHING TRAFFIC- 

1. Cn English Mail days Trains will wait for the corresponding Trains 
of connected Railways one hour, if such detention will insure the connection 
being preserved, otherwise, Trains must be started to time. On ordinary 
days Trains will wait half an hour, if such delay will insure the connection, 
but not otherwise. This rule applies to Delhi, Ghaziabad, Lahore, Mooltan, 
and Kotri Junctions. 

(a).— In case the Inward English Mails for Simla should reach Delhi 
too late to catch the Up Bombay Mail Train, a Special Train may 
run with them to Umballa on a requisition to that effect being 
given by the Postal Department. The Special to consist of a 
Mail-vau and two Brake- vans only. The charge for Engine 
haulage is Rs. 2-8 per mile* 

(b). — This Train must be charged to the Postal Department as an ordi- 
nary Special, and Station Masters are required to obtain a voucher 
fmm the Post.il authorities, and send the same to the Audit Office, 
Lahore, as a Credit Note. 

(c). — On outward English Mail days, should the Mails from Simla not 
reach Umballa in tim*, the Down Bombay Mail Train may be 
detained for one hour, and on ordinary days half an hour, beyond 
the Time-table arrival time, but only when such delay will insure 
connection. 

2, Telegrams ordering Refreshments at Stations must be forward* 

ed free of charge on application being made by Passengers to the Station 
Master or Guards. 

3. Smoking — Is forbidden in or upon the carriages or on the Rail- 
way stations ^except in places or carriages which may be utilized for the 
purpose, without creating a nuisance or causing offence) under a penalty not 
exceeding twenty rupees. 

4. Fire-arms or dangerous articles - Passengers will not be allowed 
to enter the carriages with loaded Kire-arms, with the exception of Troops and 
Military or Police escorts, who will get compartments to themselves, if possible, 

5. Swords or Weapons — Native Officers and Sepoys, carrying swords 
or other weapons, and provided with leave or other certificates permitting 
them to carry the same, or the retinues of Rajahs and other Native Chiefs, 
as well as other individuals travelling with a license from the Civil authorities, 
to carry arms, will, in all cases, be allowed to take their weapons with them in the 
carriage in which they travel. The arms, however, of other Natives which are 
not covered by certificates or license, should be taken, labelled, and placed in the 
Brake-van in charge of the Guard, and afterwards carefully returned to owners 
at destination, under the provisions of Act 4 of 1879. 

6. Fees. — The Railway servants are forbidden, under pain of dismissal 
to ask for, or receive from the public, any gratuity. 
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7. Oloak-roomS— Passengers may leave small parcels or packages in 
the Cloak-rooms at Kurrachee, Kotri, Sukkur, Mnoltan, Lahore, Amritsar, 
•Tullundur, Phillour, Ludhiana, Umballa, Saharanpur, Muzaffarnagar, Meerut, 
Ghaziabad and Delhi. The charge is one anna per package for the first day and 
one-half anna for each subsequent day. Packages or luggage so left must only 
be delivered up to the party presenting the Kail way receipt granted for the 
same. 

8. The Railways, however, will not he responsible for loss of or in- 
jury to any of the articles enumerated in Sections 10, II & 12 of Act 4 of 
1879, (seepages 147 to 150) contained in any package or parcel delivered to 
them through their authorized servants for safe custody, on Cloak-room 
charges, unless the value and nature of such articles shall have been declar- 
ed at the time by the person or persons delivering the same, and an increas- 
ed charge for safe custody has been accepted on behalf of the Railways. 

9. A ticket must be given when the luggage is deposited, and thp 
delivery will only be made on presentation of such ticket, after which the 
responsibility of the Railways ends. 

10. Waiting-rooms — The Waiting-rooms at station? must be opened 
one hour before Passenger Trains are due, as per Time-table, and remain 
open one hour only after the departure of Trains. These rooms are only 
intended for the convenience of passengers waiting for, or arriving by the 
Trains, and must not be used as Dak Bungalows. 

11. Platforms— No person must be allowed to go on to the Platforms 
at stations, except passengers going by the Trains, who should show their 
tickets on passing on to the Platform, but Station Masters may use their 
discretion in allowing respectable Europeans and Natives on to the Platform 
when accompanying their friends proceeding by Train. At Lahore the Plat- 
form ticket system obtains. 

12. Complaints. — Railway servants are strictly enjoined to observe the 
utmost civility towards passengers ; and any instance to the contrary will be 
severely noticed. 

13. Dies Non. — The Railway Administration does not undertake ip re- 
ceive or deliver goods, parcels, or live-stock on Sundays, Christmas Day and 
Good Friday.

14. Advertisements — The Sindh, Punjab and Delhi Railway have 
leased the right of exhibiting advertisements on the walls cf their station 
buildings to Messrs. A. H. Wheeler and Co., Allahabad, to whom all applica- 
tions for allotment of space and terms for advertising should be made 

On the Indus Valley <fc Kandahar State Railway, Advertisement Boards 
may be suspended at stations at a charge of one rupee per square foot per 
annum, but the size of the hoard and locality in which it is to be placed, and 
subject matter, must be first approved by the Traffic Superintendent of 
that line, to whom all enquiries on the subject should be addressed. 

15. Pre-payment. — The freight on Passengers' luggage, Specie, Coppei 
Coin, Jewellery, <kc„ Carriages, Palanquins, Horses, Dogs, Cattle or Liv< 
Stock of every description, return empties, and all articles of a perishable 
nature must be pre-paid;

These fares are liable to alteration from time to time, as may be 
deemed necessary. 

17. Passengers are booked and carried subject to the Railway Bye- 
Laws, and no passengei must be allowed to take his seat unless he has 
a ticket. 

18. Tickets are to be shown tc the Railway servants, or delivered up 
to them when demanded. Parties not producing their tickets are liable to be 
Charged the fare from the most distant station from which the Train shall have 
started ; and if found endeavouring to defraud, they will be liable, on conviction, 
to a fine not exceeding fifty Rupees. Tickets are only available for the day 
and the Train for which they are issued. 

19. Children under three years age will be carried free ; above that age 
and under twelve years, they will be charged half fare Boys under twelve 
years of age may travel in a ladies' compartment if accompanying relatives or 
friends. Infante under three years, when accompanied by adults, travel free. 
When the half fare involves a fraction of one and half pie throughout, three 
pies must be charged locally, and in booking through to foreign lines one 
anna. 
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20. In calculating the fares to be charged to and from stations the 
following instructions should be observed : — 

For First Class Tickets.— Over Rs. 5 — 

Under 8 annas should be omitted 

8 annas & over should be charged as 1 rupee. 

Under Rs. 5 — 

Under 4 annas should be omitted 

4 annas & over, should be charged as 8 annas. 

For Second Class Tickets.— Over Rs. 3 — 

Under 4 annas should be omitted 

4 annas & over should be charged as 8 annas. 

Under Rs. 3 — 

2 annas & under should be omitted 
Fraction over 2 annas should be charged as 4 annas. 

For Upper Class Tickets. — Over Rs. 2 — 

Under 6 pie should be omitted. 

6 pie and over should be charged as one anna. 

Under Rs. 2 — 

Under 1| pie should be omitted. 

1 J pie and over should be charged as 3 pie. 

For Third Class Tickets. - Over Re. 1— 

Under 6 pie should be omitted. 

6 pie and over should be charged as one anna. 

Under Re. 1 — 

Under 1 J pie should be omitted. 

1 J pie and over should be charged as 8 pie. 

21. Passengers from Kurrachee, Kotri, Mooltan, Lahore, Meean Meer, 
Amritsar, Jullundur, Phillour, Ludhiana, Umballa, Saharanpur, Meerut and 
Delhi can procure their tickets and book their luggage at any time during 
the day at the Railway Station Booking Offices. 

Intending passengers sending a servant to take Tickets, and book luggage 
in this way, should send a memorandum showing the number and class of 
tickets required, age of children, if any, number and description of packages to 
be booked and money sufficient to cover cost of tickets and freight of luggage. 

22. At the Terminal stations the Booking Office doors will be closed 
Five Minutes before the Trains start after which no tickets should be issued. 

23. Passengers are only booked at the intermediate stations conditionally 
on there being room in the Train and in that class of carriage for which the 
Tickets are granted ; those who are booked for the longest distance will have 
the preference, and those who have obtained Tickets for the same distance 
will have the preference according to the order in which they shall have 
received their tickets. 

24. Tickets are not transferable, and are only available for the stations 
the names of which are either written or printed thereon by the issuing 
llailway, and for no other either short of or beyond those stations. 

25. Passengers can only be re-booked, to proceed by the Train in which 
they have arrived, at Mooban, Montgomery, Lahore, Amritsar, Jullundur, 
Phillour, Umballa Cantonment, Saharanpur, Meerut Cantonment or Ghaziabad. 
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26. First and second class passengers with their servants are allowed to 
exchange from a slow to a fust Train, when opportunity admits, on payment 
of the difference of fares. Second class passengers can also exchange their 
tickets for first class accommodation on paying the difference of fares. This 
can only be done at the principal stations. 

27. When a passenger purchases a Ticket, and through unforeseen 
causes (other than sickness) is unable to make use of it. he should at once 
communicate with the Station Master; and if he sti)l wishes to travel, the 
Station Master may, provided he receives a satisfactory explanation of the 
cause of delay, make the Ticket available for the next Ti pin. If, however, the 
passenger is unable t«> proceed, and desires a refund of the amount paid, 
application must be made to the Railway Executive of the Hail way concerned, 
who will, provided the statement made be satisfactory, and is supported by the 
Station Master's report of the case, order a refund of the amount paid, upon 
production of the Ticket, less a penalty of 20 per cent. 

28. When a passenger loses a ticket, and purchases a fre»h one, if 
the original ticket is subsequently found, and it can satisfactorily be as- 
certained that it has not l>een used by any other person, and clear pi oof of 
the double payment is also produced, the Traffic Executive of the line con- 
cerned will, on application being made, order a refund of the amount paid, 
less a penalty of 20 per cent. 

29. Should a passenger, after having taken a Ticket, be detained by 
accident or sickness, or from want of Train room, and in consequence be unable 
to proceed upon his journey, the Station Master may, after satisfying himself 
that the passenger did not keep back for his own convenience, make his Ticket 
available for another Train of same class, or the passenger may be allowed to 
pay the difference in fare, and travel by a different Train, in either case the 
Ticket should be endorsed accordingly, similarly if he elect to use higher class 
accommodation than he holds a Ticket f r, the difference in fare should be 
collected, and the Ticket endorsed and made available accordingly. 

30. A single journey ticket may be changed for a return ticket if a 
passenger finds occasion to make the exchange before proceeding on his 
journey, and pays difference in fares. 

31. All tickets taken back in accordance with the above instruction, should 
be at once cancelled, and entered as " non issued " in Weekly Keturns ; the 
fonn provided for the purpose being filled up immediately upon the issue of 
the new tickets or the refund of a fare, and forwarded, together with the 
cancelled ticket, to the A udit Office by the following first Train, and no credit 
will be allowed for any returned ticket or fare in the Weekly Balance Sheet, 
unless the transaction has been advised, and the ticket returned to the 
Audit Office by the next first Train as prescribed. The same procedure must 
be adopted with regard to the Luggage Ticket, 

32. A passenger found travelling without a ticket, or with a ticket of 
expired date, or with a torn or mutilated ticket, so that the date and number 
cannot be deciphered, is liable to be charged from the station whence the 
Train originally started, unless he can prove satisfactorily that he entered the 
Train at some intermediate station. 

33. Passengers for whom room cannot be found in the class of carriages 
for which fares are paid, should not be permitted to be placed in or enter a 
higher class carriage without the excess fare being paid. 
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Permission given contrary to the foregoing rule by Station Masters, Guards 
and others, only encourages irregular practices, and, moreover, is a source of 
annoyance and inconvenience to those who have paid their fare for, and are 
occupying the higher class of vehicles ; it is therefore particularly enjoined on 
Station Masters and those concerned, that no person shall be allowed to ride or 
travel in, or be transferred to any carriage other than that for which a ticket is 
held, unless the difference ofjare has been paid. 

Wlien press of traffic arises, District Officers should be telegraphed to, so 
that any requisite order may be issued by them, 

34. Passengers travelling beyond the station to which by their tickets, 
they are entitled, must pay the Single Journey fare, according to class, for 
the excess distance travelled ; or if travelling with wrong halves of Double 
Journey Tickets will be liable to be charged excess fares, unless they can 
show good reason for being exempted. 

35. Every passenger who pays excess fare, is entitled to demand and 
obtain a receipt for the amount paid. 

86. Any passenger who unintentionally over-rides, i e., travels beyond 
the distance for which he has paid fare, will be allowed to return to the 
station to which he was booked on payment of a single fare for the distance 
over ridden, provided he returns by the next passenger train. 

37. When excess fare is due on the first half or second half of a Double 
Journey Ticket, such half Ticket will be considered as an ordinary Single 
Journej Ticket, and be excessed accordingly. 

33. Passengers can take with them in the carriage any small article 
that can be placed under their seats, such as a portmanteau, lunch basket, rug, 
pillows, &c. for which the owner becomes responsible. Ladies may take lap 
dogs with them in the carriage, provided no offence is occasioned thereby. 

39. Return or Double Journey Tickets over the Sindh, Punjab and 

Delhi Railway are issued to first and second class passengers at all stations at 
a reduction of J of the fares for two single journeys, subject to the ruling given 
in para 20, and those issued for distances up to 100 miles on the Single 
Journey are available for return any time on the following day ; and if issued 
on Saturday or Sunday are available for the Return Journej by any Train, so 
as to arrive at destination before midnight on the following Monday. An 
extra day wil? be allowed for each 100 miles or fraction of 100 miles on the 
8ingle Journey. Sunday is considered as a dies-non ; for rules for Return 
Tickets between Auiritsar and Lahore only, see para 39c. 

39a. Over the Indus Valley and Kandahar State Railway such tickets 
are issued at and to the principal stations only as quoted on page 50 in local 
and through booking to first and second class passengers at a fare and a half 
for two single journeys, subject to the ruling given on page* 10. Those issued 
for distances up to 100 miles on the single journey are available for return 
any time on the following day, and an extra day is allowed for each addi- 
tional 100 miles or fraction thereof on the single journey. Sunday is con- 
sidered as a dies-non. 

395. On the Punjab Northern State Railway, a fare and a half is 
charged for these Return Tickets available for 15 days. 
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39c. Return or Day Tickets between Lahore and Amritsar issued in the 
morning are available for return by evening Train, or if issued in the evening 
are available for return on the following morning; and if issued on Saturday, 
are available until Monday. 

39rf. Monthly 3rd Glass Return Tickets are issued on the Sindh, 

Punjab and Delhi and Amritsar- Pathankot Hail ways for 3rd class passengers 
between the certain principal stations at double the single fares. One 
journey only to be made in each direction. 

Third Class Return Tickets are issued over the Indus Valley and Kan- 
dahar State . h ail way in local booking to and from the principal stations 
quoted on page 50 at doublo fares. 

39e. Third Class Return Tickets are issued over the Punjab Northern 
State Railway between Lahore and the following statious at fares noted 
opposite each, for 15 days :

40. Pour-Monthly Return Tickets- -On the Sindh, Punjab and Delhi 
Railway Four-Monthly Return Tickets (1st and 2nd class only), can be issued, 
in local booking, at a fare and a half, between stations which are 130 miles 
and more apart. 

a. — These tickets may also be issued between stations less than 130 
miles distant from each other, provided that the fare according to 
class is calculated on the distance of 130 miles, as a minimum. 

b. — Holders of these tickets may break journey as often and for as long 
as they like, provided that the line is not travelled over more than 
once in the same direction, and the limit of four calendar months 
is not exceeded. A ticket issued on 28th, 20th, 30th or 31st 
October, would expire on 28th or 29th February ; and one issued 
on 28th or 29th February, would expire on 30th June. 

o. — Third Class Return Tickets for servants of above ticket-holders 
will be issued at a rate equal to a full third class for each way. 

d. — Holders of these tickets, on arriving at a station where they intend 
breaking journey, must have inserted on their tickets the date 
and Train of arrival ; and when leaving, the date and Train of 
departure, and the column station stamp. No refund can be 
granted on unused second halves of return journey tickets 
correctly filled in by the station staff. 

41. Four-Monthly Return Tickets are issued to 1st and 2nd Class 
Passengers over the Indus Valley and Kandahar State Railway in local as 
well as through booking at a fare and a half for two single journeys at and 
to the principal stations only, as quoted on page 50. 

Clause b. and d para. 40, also apply to the Indus Valley k Kandahar 
State Railway^ 
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42. Booking by the Mixed Train. — All description of passenger 

traffic may be booked to stations between Kohri and Delhi by the Mixed Train. 

The fares for first and second class passengers ar« the same as by Mail, 
and 3rd class j^ssengers will be charged Mail Train fares between Delhi 
and Mooltan, aud Mixed Train fares between Mooltan and Kohri. 

The Bombay Mail runs in connection with the Indus Valley k Kandahar 
State Kail way Mixed Train. 

43. Toillist Tickets. Messrs. Thomas Oook and Son will issue the 
vouchers or warrants to the tourists, who on presenting thera to the 
Booking Clerk will be furnished with the required tickets, which will be 1st 
and 2nd single or return and 3rd class for each two and one bond fide *«er- 
Vauts of 1st and 2nd class passengers respectively available as follows: - 
Return tickets 1st and 2nd clnfcs will be av«ilable for 6 months. 
Single tickets 1st and 2nd class will be available for 2 months. 

Both return and single tickets will admit of the passengers breaking 
journey at any station for any length of time, provided the line is not 
travelled over twice in the same direction aud the period allowed for the 
journey is not exceeded.

46. European, Eurasian and Native Female servants of first and secord 
class passengers, and of wives of Officers travelling under Government 
"Warrants are allowed, when in attendance upon a Lady in the Ladies 1 Reserved 
compartment, or in sole charge of children of any age above or below twelve 
years who have paid the full or half the ordinary fare, or in attendance on 
children travelling with their friends to travel in the same compartment on 
payment of second class fare when, travelling in a first class compartment, 
and upper class fare on S. P. and D. Railway and third class fare over I. V. 
and K. 8, Railway when travelling in a second class compartment. 

47. Invalids' Servants— Invalids producing a certificate from a 
European Medical man, showing that personal attendance during the jour- 
ney ia necessary, will be allowed to take an attendant in the same carriage, at 



the next lower rate of fare, f. «., an Invalid travelling first class may take an 
attendant at second class fare, and an Invalid travelling second class an atten- 
dant at Intermediate or Upper Claas fare ; on the Indus Valley and Kan dahar 
State Railways third class fare is charged when the servant travels in a 
Second class compartment. 

It m Hereby notified that claims for refunds on account of passen- 
gers' tickets can only be legally made when the Railway Administrations are 
unable to carry out the engagement entered into by the issue of the ticket. 

Any other claims on account of lost, unused or wrongly used tickets 
will be refundable at the option of Administration, a penalty of 20 % being 
deducted m the event of the claim being allowed. 

48. Special or Reserved accommodation, when available, can be 

obtained for first, second, Upper, and third class passengers; if more persona 
travel than are represented by the minimum number of fares payable as below, 
then as many fares must be paid for as there are individuals travelling. 
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a. — When reserved accommodation is booked through to the Indus Valley 
and Kandahar Railways, or vice vered, the forwarding Kailway 
charges will be made throughout. 

b. — For information as to Through Reserved Accommodation to or from 

Foreign Railways, see pages 49, 70 and 71. 
e. — ■When reserved accommodation is required, 48 hours' previous notice 

mast be given, and the nature of the accommodation required 

should be exactly stated. 

d.— When a whole third class carriage is applied for, it should be Stated 
whether one of five and six lateral compartments or one without 
compartments is required. 

«.— When one or more whole carriages have been reserved, such carri- 
age or carriages may be detached and re-attached whenever the 
occupants may desire, a demurrage charge of 8 annas per carriage 
for every hour or part of an hoar being made for such time as the 
carriage or carriages an not attached to a running Train, 
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/—When a Coaching vehicle is ordered and is not utilized, a demurrage 
charge of eight annas per hour or part of an hour will be made* 
the charge being reckoned from the time the vehicle is availably 
to the time when intimation is received that it is not required, 
but no less charge will be made in such oases than for twelve hours, 
if the vehicle ordered has had to be provided from another station, 
specially. J% 

# .-—These Carriages or a compartment of a Carriage can be reserved by 
Military Officers or others travelling by Warrant on the Sindb* 
Punjab and Delhi and Punjab Northern State Railways, on 
payment of the difference between the number of seats necessary 
to be paid for to reserve the compartment or carriage, and ihe 
number of seats actually authorized in the Warrant. 

A— When passengers holding return tickets wish to have accommodation" 
reserved on the return journey, they will be required to take fresh 
tickets paying full fares for the journey for which reserved '&&* 
commodation is required. The Traffic Manager on being satisfied 
that this has been done, and being furnished with full particulars 
. of the single tickets taken, will grant a refund on the unused half 
of return tickets, which must accompany the application, within 
one week after the return journey has been oompleted. 

».^-The Railways do not, however, guarantee that any particular descrip- 
tion of carriage shall be provided, but only undertake that such a 
carriage or compartment as is available shall be reserved. 

j. — It is not necessary that parties requiring such accommodation should 
be members of the same family. Any number of persons making 
tip a party, and who are going to the same station can secure the 
accommodation. 

49. Passenger Special Trains — Can be run on timely notice being 
given, to the Traffic Manager, Sindh, Punjab and Delhi Railway, or to the 
Traffic Superintendent, Indus Valley and Kandahar Railway. 

a. — The charges are Bs. 2-8-0 per mile with a minimum of 50 miles for 
the Engine power, plus ordinary fares and freight for the number 
of Passengers and quantity of Luggage, &c., conveyed, the fares 
being subject to a minimum charge of one half the reserved ac- 
commodation rates in the case of 1st Class Carriages, and of two* 
thirds the same rates in the case of 2nd, Upper and 3rd Class 
Carriages, the latter being computed at Mail Train fares. 

i.— A minimum charge of 50 miles, or Rs. 125, to be levied for Engine 
power, and Rs. 5 for each vehicle forming the Train. 

On the Punjab Northern State Railway, the charge lor this accom- 
modation is Rs. 4 per mile, with a minimum charge for distance of 50 miles. 
Fares according to the class travelled by, and excess luggage, are charged in 
addition, in every case. 

50. Demurrage will be charged for Passenger Special Trains when they 
do not start at the time ordered, and the Company thereby suffer loss ; in such 
cases the demurrage will be 8 annas per vehicle per hour, and Bs. 10 per 
hour for the Engine. But if sufficient notice is given of change in the original 
intention, so as to save the Railway from loss, no demurrage will be charged. 
3Practions of an hour are to be reckoned as an hour. 

Demurrage will also be cnarged for stoppages en route at the same rate. 
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'"'" Pares of Passengers, freight of Luggage, <fea, are charged for the 
actual distance travelled, but the Train charge per mile will be made on thef 
minimum when the actual distance travelled is less-. 

51. Special Trains for the Viceroy from any one station to another 
station on Sindh, Punjab and Delhi and East Indian Hallways are charged 
at the following rates : — 

For Engine power, — at Rs» 2-8-0 per mite for the distance the train is 
hauled. 

For Royal Saloons, — first class fares for the actual number of passengers 
travelling therein* 

For first class carriages,— two first class fares for each compartment 
occupied. 

£ f For second, Intermediate and third class carriages,-— ordinary fares for 
the actual number of passengers travelling. 

*"■■ For luggage, — at I£ pie per maund as for 100 maunds when carried in 
large quantities without being weighed, in an extra van or wagon. 

Carriages, Horses and Dogs ) — ordinary rates* for the number taken. 

Demurrage is not charged for stoppage or detentions of Viceregal trains. 

The haulage charge of dining and cooking Saloon carriages will be 
6 annas per mile for each vehicle, which charge applies only when the 
vehicles are running on the Viceregal Train when loaded. No separate charge 
to be made for any passengers who may travel in them, but the vehicles will 
be subject to the usual mileage and demurrage charge aa ordinary coaching 
stock whenever they may be run on to a foreign line. 

52. Special and Ordinary Train Charges for the Lieutenant-

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53. Charges for Special Trains on State Railways when engaged 
by the Viceroy, or Government High Officials.— For the Viceroy; 

Members of the (Supreme Council, ' Lieutenant-Governor, Commander-in- 
Chief, Chief Commissioners, Residents Hyderabad and Baroda, and Agents 
to the Governor- General, the charge will be Rs 3-0-0 per mile, inclusive of 
all fares and luggage rate. 

54. Birector General's Carriage.— The Punjab Northern State 
Railway Carriage No. 4885, constructed for the use of the Director 
General of Railways, will be hauled free when occupied by that officer, 
or whan proceeding empty for his use, or after he has vacated it. This 
carriage will be considered " at Home " wherever it may be, and the 
Punjab Northern State Railway will claim no mileage or demurrage on it. 
The East Indian and Punjab Northern State Railways have adopted this rule. 

55. Saloon Carriages for the Honorable Members of His Excel- 
lency the Viceroy's Council. —The charge for hauling the Saloon Carriages 

built for the Honorable Members- of His Excellency the Viceroy's Council, 
will be six annas per mile when loaded, and three annas when empty. 
This charge includes the fares of the occupants and freight on all luggage car- 
ried in the carriages. The Oudh & Rohitkhand Hail way also adopt this rate. 

The Punjab Northern State Railway has adopted this rate with the ex- 
ception of the vehicle for the Honorable Member in charge of the Public 
Works Department, the charge for which will be eight annas per mile when 
loaded and four annas when empty. 

The carriages numbers are 4886, 4887, 4888, 4889, 4890 and 4891. 

These carriages are marked P. N. 8. Ry., but will be considered as on 
parent line wherever they may be. 

56. Commander-in-Chiefs Carriages. — The charge will be four annas 

per vehicle per mile when loaded, and two annas when empty; should 
additional vehicles be engaged by officers or parties travelling with Hit* 
Excellency, the charges will be as per the extra I roop 1 rain scale of rates, 
for which see paras. 145 and 146. The P. N. S. Ry. have adopted this rate. 
When the accommodation is provided in a train without any special 
arrangement being made beforehand, ordinary Warrant Form C. shuld be 
accepted. 

57. Reserved accommodation for Members of the Viceroy's Coun- 
cil. — On the Sindh, Punjab and Delhi Railway, a member of the Viceroy**; 

Council is entitled to a whole reserved carriage for himself and party, and one 
reserved compartment of a third class carriage for servants, at the ordinary 
reserved fares.- 

a. — By reserved carriage is meant any " family " or " double first," vehicle 

in its entirety.* . 
6. — Any. of the carriages supplied being? provided with a servant's 
compartment, will in no way affect the order respecting the 
. ■ provision of a reserved third class compartment, which must 

invariably be provided when included in requisition. 
c.—The carriages will be providedi on requisition, and the Station Master 
should issue a ' reserved' ticket for the journey, and obtain a 
voucher from the Member* of Council for the reserved accom- 
modation provided. 

A— The reserved carriage will be at the Member's disposal, and may be 
* . detained, at pleasure, under the usual demurrage charges, all 

detentions being certified to by the occupant of the carriage. 
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Reserved Accommodation for ordinary Members of the 

Governor-General's Council. Whilnt travelling by Railway over the 
Sindh, Punjab and Delhi and Punjab Northern State ^H ail way*. 

When travelling to and fro between Calcutta and Simla in consequence. 
of the movement of the head-quarters of the Government of India to and 
from Simla. 

A Member of Council is provided with a Special carriage on the Rail- 
way lines on which he travels, for the accommodation of himself, his family? 
and his personal servants. 

{Note. — No other free- accommodation for servants than i3 afforded by the special carriage 
is admissible.) 

When travelling in his special carriage, a Member of Council is entitled 
to take with him all his persouai luggage at the public expense. 

{Note. —All freight for stores or goods shall be paid for by the Member out of his private 
funds.) 

When a Member of Council uses his special privileges in the matter of 
Railway accommodation in favor of his family, and he himself travels sepa- 
rately, he should. arrange for his own journey at his private expense. 

When travelling on duty otherwise than in consequence of the move- 
ment of the head quarters of the Government of India to and from Simla. 

When travelling on a line of Railway, a Member of Council is entitled 
to the use of his special carriage. But when his special carriage cannot be 
used on any line, he is entitled to a reserved carriage for himself and party, 
and, if there be no accommodation for servants in the carriage, to a reserved 
compartment of a third class carriage for his personal servants. 

{Notes (1.) — No other free accommodation for servants than is afforded by the special 
carriage or by the reserved accommodation is admissible. 
(2.) -Bole 2 regarding luggage applies to cases under this rule.) 

The special carriage referred. to in these rules is to be entirely at the 
Hon'ble Member's disposal, when used by him, and must be detached and 
detained at any station on his requisition. 

:In the ordinary course of movement between Calcutta and Simla, the 
arrangements for the special carriage will be made through the Secretary to 
the Government of India, Public Works Department, on the written requisi- 
tion of the Hon'ble Member ; in other cases, the Hon'ble Member will apply 
direct to the Railway Administration of the line on which his journey com- 
mences, giving, if possible, at least forty-eight hours 1 notice ; in both cases the 
accompanying form of requisition should be used. , 

When travelling under the above rules, the Hon'ble Member should not 
be asked for payment on account of his special or reserved carriage or 
personal luggage, but the Station Master at the initial station should give to 
the Hon'ble Member a special ticket or pass for the journey, and should 
obtain his signature to the certificate at the foot of the requisition, which will 
have been sent to the Station Master by the Agent or Manager of the Bail- 
way to whom it was originally addressed.* This requisition will thus be- 



•f . *In case the requisition has been made by telegraph or from other cause, sufficient time has 
not been allowed for the Station Master to receive the prescribed form of requisition* thfe 
Hon'ble Member should take a duplicate with him and hand it to the 8tAtio&\taatat« 
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come a voucher in support of the accommodation provided, and will be sub- 
nutted by the Auditor or Examiner of Accounts of the Railway on whieu 
the journey is commenced, to the Civil Accountant General, with whom he 
in in account, for payment ; all such vouchers being accepted as sufficient 
authority tor pre-audit payment. Should the Accountant General desire 
further information before according final audit, he should refer the matter 
to the Secretary to the Government of India, in the Public Works Depart- 
ment.

58. Professional performers and Volunteers— May travel one clan 

higher than that for which fares are paid, their luggage being charged a$ 
second class goods rates. On the Sindh, Punjab and Delhi Railway, Native 
Theatrical performers, will be allowed to travel in an intermediate upper class 
carriage for natives at the third class Mail train fares, and this concession 
will only to granted to parties of not less than four persons. 

59. Members attending Christian Meetings or Conferences.— 

Making a party of not less than four are allowed to travel the double journey 
on payment of single fares. Luggage .to be chargeable at 2nd Class goods rate. 
(The Punjab Northern State Railway has no rule under this head.) 

60. For Polo Parties with Ponies, Cricket Teams, Hunting and 

Pig Sticking Parties. — The foregoing concession applies in these cases* 
except that Polo Parties with Ponies are permitted to make the return jour- 
ney any time within two months, and that over the Punjab Northern State 
Railway the following rule obtains.

School Children of any nationality or creed journeying to or from 
their homes and schools, in parties of not less than four (which number may 
include persons in charge, not exceeding one person to each child) will be 
allowed to travel in second class carriages at upper class fares, and over the 
Indus Valley and Kandahar State Kail ways at third class fares. The usual 
free allowance and charge for luggage will be made according to the class in 
which the children travel. No brake of journey is allowed, and the party 
must travel together by the same train. 

This concession includes the return of persons in charge, provided that 
tire return journey is commenced within a fortnight from the date of com- 
pletion of the outwards journey. 

Over Punjab Northern State Railway in 2nd class carriage at inter, 
mediate class fares. 

v ' The concession referred to in paras. 58, 59, 60 and 61 are allowed

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Rules regarding Civil and Military Prisoners and Insanes. 

63. When requisition is made for accommodation for prisoners about to 
be forwarded, such requisition is to be accepted from the Jail authorities only. 

Requisitions should state whether " ordinary reserved," or " prison 
accommodation" of one or more 3rd class compartments, or carriages with 
Prison gratings or Prison- vans, are required, 

64. Forty-eight hours' notice must be given by the Jail authorities to 
the Railway statf, of the intended despatch of prisoners for whom either 
reserved, ordinary, or prison accommodation is required. 

65. The charge for a Prison- van is sixty third class fares. This car- 
riage cannot run by the Calcutta Mail Train over the East Indian Railway. 

66. A Prison-van will accommodate from thirty to thirty-five prisoner?, 
and eight to twelve men guarding them. Prison- vans are only available on 
the Sindh, Punjab and Delhi Railway. 

67. A third class compartment fitted with prison gratings will accom- 
modate 10 persons. 

68. When a Police Escort does not require separate accommodation from 
the prisoners under their charge, no charge must be made for them, that is, 
if the whole of the Police guard accompanying a Prison- van full of prisoners 
travel in the Prison- van also. The sixty fares charged for the Prison-van 
cover the Police guard also ; should the guard, however, require additional 
accommodation, it must be paid for by them at ordinary fares ; the same 
rule also applies to ordinal y accommodation; as for instance, five third class 
compartments are requisitioned by the Jail authorities for thirty-five prisoners, 
accompanied by a Police guard of fifteen men ; here, if the whole of the Police 
guard travels in the five compartments reserved for the prisoners, no charge 
•will be made for them ; but should one or more men of the guard travel 
in another carriage, they must pay their fares. 

69. The segregation of prisoners is obligatory, whenever— 

o. — Military prisoners are sent. 

6. — The aggregate number of prisoners and guards travelling 
exceeds three. 

c — One prisoner is sent, if violent or dangerous. 

d. — Insanes, civil or military, are sent. 

70. And in all such cases, reserved compartments with the necessary 
fittings must be provided, it being understood that timely notice will be given 
by the proper authorities. 

71. In the case of Military Prisoners under class (a) and Military Insanes 
under class (d,) second class compartments must be reserved, when prison fit- 
tings willnot be required. The charge to be made in such cases will be eight 
third class fares. 1 he warrant credit note must contain all particulars as to 
accommodation required* and the soldiers' ticket issued in exchange should 
bear a remark that it has been issued for MiKKn) TM ■■mijjTiiiihiihii 

72. In other cases third class compartments will be reserved7§5«U*rison 

fittings provided. -> 

, 73. \v^hen third class reserved accommodation is required for a party of 
prisoners and their escort it should be seen that the number of compartments 
required is distinctly stated by the requisitioning ' Officer, and that the num- 



ber of Compartments requisitioned will suffice for the number of persons com- 
posing the party, taking TEN as the MAXIMUM number that can be allow- 
ed to travel in one compartment. 

74. The charge to be made is a fixed one, namely EIGHT fares (or each 
compartment, and this charge will cover any number of persons in each com- 
partment up to 10 inclusive. 

75. Thus for a party of prisoners with escort numbering in all fotty-oue 
persons, not fewer than five compartments must be reserved. The charge for the 
41 persona would be (8x5) 40 fares. And if the party consisted of twenty 
persons occupying two compartments, the charge would be sixteen fares. 

76. When the number of prisoners and guards does not exceed three, 
and they do not come under classes a, c, or d, their segregation is not obli- 
gatory, and they may be allowed to travel as ordinary passengers at ordinary 
fares. Ahn when p»isone v s are about to be released and are returning to their 
own district from Central Jails, they are to be treated as ordinary passengers, 
in all respects. 

77. All reserved accommodation provided for prisoners, of all kinds 
(Military or Civil) and Military Insanes, will be subject to the ordinary 
minimum charge of Rs. 5, for each reserved compartment provided. 

78. When booking Civil prisoners and their escort, for whom special 
reserved accommodation is provided, ordinary card tickets must not be 
used. In all such cases, special or reserved accommodation tickets only 
must be issued, aud the tickets should have the words " for prisoners " writ- 
ten across the face. For prisoners travelling in compartments without fittings, 
ordinary card tickets only must be issued. 

79. At the request of a duly authorized Officer, reserved carriages con- 
taining prisoners, may be detached at a station en route, and placed in a sid- 
ing, under care of the Police. Where such halts are made, and do not exceed 
from 12 to 18 hours, no charge for demurrage will be made ; but in cases 
where the halt made exceeds forty- eight hours, a report must be made to the 
Traffic Executive of the Hail way concerned. 

80. In cases where the number of prisoners, occupying a compartment 
or carriage, reserved for their conveyance falls short of the number for which 
fares have been paid, the maximum number allowed in such compartment or 
carriage, may, if desired by the Jail authorities, be made up en route. 

81. Through Police tickets, issued for a reserved carriage or compart- 
ment, may, if desired, be transferred to the guard relieving at the various 
points en route, fixed for such reliefs. 

82. Prisoners and their escort when more than three in number, and so 
requiring reserved accommodation, can be booked through to other lines, 
when the full number of fares charged for such accommodation by the res- 
pective Railway*, are paid. 

Luggage— Free Allowance of, and Excess Charges for* 

83. All packages of whatsoever description (excepting dangerous goods) 
belonging to passengers, whether taken by them into the carriage or hot 
nre treated^ as luggage for the purpose of charges, no distinction being made 
between personal and ordinary luggage* * 



84. Thefree allowance can be claimed only when Luggage is kookeci 
before the journey is commenced. If the Luggage is not booked before com- 
mencement of the journey it will be charged at destination or en route on the 
full weisht carried, and no free allowance will be made. 

The staff is requested to endeavour to prevent excess luggage being 
sent away unbooked, as much annoyance is occasioned to passengers when the 
charges are made at intermediate or terminal stations according to this rule. 
If a passenger arrives at the last moment, aud there is not time to book his 
luggtge, the Guard should be informed, so that the free allowance may be 
granted by the station realizing the excess. 

On re-booked luggage belonging to a passenger who breaks journey at 
an intermediate station on a through ticket, the usual allowance will be granted, 
provided Tibe luggage ticket issued by the booking station is produced. 

85. The whole of the luggage accompanying a passenger is to be weighed* 
and from the total weight, the following free allowances should be deducted, 
namely : — 

On a 1st Class Ticket 1 maund and 20 seers. 
On a 2nd „ „ 30 seers. 
On an Upper „ „ 20 „ 
On a 3rd „ „ 15 „ 

and half the quantity for a child's half Ticket. The excess weight will be 
charged for at the rate of 2 pies per maund per mile, subject to a minimum 
charge of 2 annas. 

86. Luggage Clerks and others of the staff who have to do with the weigh- 
ing or checking of Passengers' Luggage, are requested to be courteous in their 
demeanour towards the Passengers themselves, and not unnecessarily cause 
offence in the matter of weighing and charging for Personal Luggage. 

87. No responsibility rests with the Railway for any loss that may occur 
in consequence of luggage not being properly addressed in English. Any 
luggage, whether booked or free, taken by the owners into the carriage, is 
carried entirely at their risk, the Railway accepting no responsibility. 
Luggage must not be delivered unless the Luggage Note granted to the owner 
at the starting station is produced and given up when delivery is taken. 

88. Third class passengers are allowed to convey in the carriages not 
more than the prescribed quantity of baggage, free, at their own risk, so long as 
it is not bulky, does not inconvenience other passengers, and can be placed under 
the seat occupied by the owner ; the baggage allowed can consist of either 
personal luggage or merchandize. Excess luggage will be charged at the 
rate of 2 pies per maund per mile. 

89. All Luggage not accompanying the owner, and sent by Passenger 
Train, must be well secured, plainly and legibly marked or addressed in Eng- 
lish with the name of the owner and destination, and freight will be charge- 
able according to weight, thus : — 1 to 4 seers as o seers, 6 to 9 seers as 10 
seers, 11 to 14 seers as 15, and so on, and not on the actual weight carried 
and this system is followed both in Local and Foreign Railways. 

90. When luggage by ordinary or special Train is carried in such 
quantities as to require one or more wagons or luggage -vans for its conveyance, 
wd when bo proper ireigbment can conveniently be inade, a niinimuni charge 



of 100 maunds per wagon/ or luggage-van will be made. In such ease* no frt* 
allowance will be given ; no charge will be made for Brake-van. 

9 1 . Passengers' luggage which may require to be sent by Mail I rains from 
Sindh, Punjab and Delhi Railway stations should be sent at the stations. of 
departure at least 15 minutes before the Train is timed to start, to enable the 
packages to be booked without causing delay to the train, "'?•■..• 

The Station Masters may forward luggage which may arrive within, 15 
minutes of departure time, by a subsequent train; if otherwise the train 
would be delayed. > 

92. Telegrams for lost luggage will be sent free by Station Masters 
for passengers who have lost their luggage through circumstances over wfritik 
they had no control. 

93. Luggage not accompanying passengers and carried by Passenger 
Train, will be charged at the parcel rate, see para, 148. 

94. When telegrams are required to be sent enquiring for, or giving 
directions regarding luggage or property which has been left in any of the 
Railway's Waiting-rooms or Trains through the owner's own carelessness, the 
cost of forwarding the message must be borne by the owner of the property. 

95. Luggage sent by Goods Trains is chargeable at §rd of a pie per raauud 
per mile, i. e., 3rd class goods rate. Minimum charge 8 annas, Senders 
should be particular in giving clear directions when booking luggage by Goods 
Train. 

96. Heavy Baggage booked through— Passengers with through 
tickets travelling by stages and breaking journey, are permitted. to book their 
heavy baggage through to the station for which they take a ticket, (but. pot to 
any station beyond) where the baggage will be allowed to remain without 
charge for one week, after which a charge of four (4) annas per day for 1 each 
package will be made. ,' 

97. Should a passenger take a ticket short of the station to whitth he 
books his luggage, the rule as to the free allowance will only apply as'iar as 
the station to which the ticket is taken, the freight for the full Weight l being 
charged for the remainder of the distance. " 

98. Passengers requiring their luggage at stations where thfy intend to 
break journey, should inform the Station Master or Booking Clerk when 
booking the same, in order that the necessary remark may be made' on the 
Way Bill. For the convenience of passengers, packages or luggage may be 
left at the principal stations where there are Cloak-rooms ; see page 8 for 
charges. 

99. Demurrage Oft Luggage.— The time allowed free of demurrage 
on goods will also apply to passengers 1 luggage left unclaimed at a station, that 
is, forty-eight hours will be allowed free of charge, after which demurrage 
accrues. This . does not apply to luggage booked under Left Luggage Ticket 
or to luggage despatched in advance of the owner, see paras. 7 and 96 

100. Articles found in the carriages, or on the Railway, must be sent 
after 24 hours, if not by that time claimed by the owner, to the Lost Luggage 
Office at Kurrachee, Sukkur or Lahore, as the case may be, with a report, 
giving full particulars to the Traffic Officer. Perishable articles should 
be disposed of at once. 

101. A fee of four annas will be charged for each article cf luggage when 
claimed at the Lost Luggage Office ; but if not claimed within one mpntlu 
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an additional storage charge of four annas per month after the first month 
will be made. Public Sales by Auction are held from time to time of all 
Unclaimed Property which has remained on hand oyer six months, of 
which due notice is given by advertisement in the newspapers. 

102. Non-liability — The Railways will not be responsible for any loss 
or damage that may occur to the following articles, if sent as luggage or 
parcels, namely : —Plate, Bullion, Money Bills, Notes or Securities, Jewellery, 
Trinkets or Watches ; nor will they undertake to carry luggage or parcels 
containing Gunpowder, Vitriol, Aquafortis, Turpentine, Lucifer Matches 
or such combustible materials, except by special agreement ; attention is also 
drawn to the list of articles given in public notice on pages 147 to 150. 

Insurance Rates. 

103. Gold, Silver, Bank Notes, valuable goods, Ac, and other excepted 
articles can be insured at all the principal stations at the undermentioned 
rates, In cases where parcels of above Us. 500 value are tendered for despatch 
the District Officer must be first communicated with on the subject. 



104. 



Rate of Insurance per c&nt. by R&il. 
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105. These charges obtain also on the Punjab Northern State, Oudh and 
Rohilkhand, [vid Cawnpore and Aligarh only,) East Indian and Patna and 
Gya State Hail ways, and in through booking the charge will be on the 
through mileage. The minimum charge is Us. two. 

106. Through Insurance can be effected only between the Sindh, 
Punjab and Delhi, Indus Valley, Kandahar State with the Punjab Northern 
State, East Indian, Oudh and .Rohilkhand, Great Indian Peninsula, Madras, 
South Indian, Bombay Baroda and Central India. Holkar and Kajputana- 
Malwa, and not to or from stations on any other Railways. In such booking 
the insurance charge for each line being calculated separately on its own 
mileage, each line taking its own minimum. 

107. Articles enumerated in Sections X, XI and XII of Act IV of 
1879, must be fully declared when being tendered for deposit, and an increased 
charge will be made to oover insurance. 



108,' On the fiftjputaua-Malwft and "Bombay Baroda and Central India 
Railways, the rates for insurance per cent, in Rupees on declared value per 
100 miles, or fraction of 100 miles, are as follows : —

103. The minimum charge is Rs. 2, 

110. On the Rajpntana-Malwa Railway, the insurance rate for opium in 
transit to Bombay conveyed either by Passenger or Goods Train, is £ per 
cent, or 2 annas per 100 rupees on the declared value. 

0|>ium on the Bombay Baroda and Central India Railway is insured at 
the rate of one per cent ou declared value irrespective of the maund. 

Insurance to Stations vid Jubbulpore. 

111. Onallother Railways booked to rid Jubbulpore, the charges are — 
One per cent, on declared value on articles valued at not more than Ho, 6,000 
and half per cent, on articles valued above Bs. 5,000, irrespective of dis- 
tances ; but when the charge for an article valued at more than 5,000 Rs. is 
less than the charge for an article valued at 5,000 Rs., the latter charge will 
be made ; th us, for an article valued at say Rs. 0,000, the rate at half per 
cent, being lees than the one per cent, rate, for Rs. 5,000 the latter rate is 
chargeable. 

112. The minimum charge on the South Indian Railway is Rs. 5, but 
Rs. 50 is the minimum charge on that line for articles valued above Bs 6,000. 

insurance charges must in all cases be pre-paid. 

113. Insurance Bates on Sindh Section—The Sindh, Punjab and Delhi 
Railway accept risk in carriage of opium on payment of an insurance rate of 
8 annas per cent on the declared value. 

114. Horses, Ponies, Curing es and Don, &c. -The following table 

will furnish the required information as to rates Dy Passenger Trains :— ' 
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—Owners when sending horses for transit by rail, should shite 
whether they agree to their being sent in wagons if no horse-boxes are 
available, instead of waiting till a horse-box oan be procured. If sent by 
syce written instructions should also accompany.

116. As Horse-boxes and Carriage tracks are only kept at the 

principal stations, a day's notice should be given when such stock is required. 
Carriages and Horses should be at the station two hours before the time men- 
tioned in the time tables to ensure their being loaded in time. Each Horse 
must be in charge of a Horse-keeper who will be conveyed free, provided he 
rides in the vehicle with the animal he is in charge o£ 

Valuable Horses should be insured by the owners, at the time of booking. 

1*1 7. The insurance rate is one per cent on the declared value per 
1 00-' miles, or fraction of 100 miles on any Horse of a greater value than 
500 Us. The Railways will not be liable in any case for injury to horses 
arising from fright or restiveness, or delay not caused by the negligence or 
misconduct of their servants. 

The insurance charge on return journey tickets for horses is two per 
cent. -per . 100 miles on both journeys. 

118. Horses must be loaded and unloaded by the owners at their own 
risk, but these operations should not be attempted after dark. Freight must 
itfvxtya be pre-paid* 

A form of conditions under which the Railways undertake to carry Horses 
must be signed by the sender or his Agent in all cases of despatches 
by rail, see paras, on pages 170 and 171. 

119. Return Tickets available f or four months will be issued for Horses 
and for one month for Carriages to and from all stations where there is 
accommodation, and over the Indus Valley <fc Kandahar State Railway to and 
from' the principal stations, in local and through booking as quoted on 
page 50, and over the Punjab Northern State Railway to certain principal 
stations, at a charge of a fare and a half. 



120. The respective Railways will not undertake to carry direct to their 
destination Horses) Carnages, or other animals or vehicles booked for carriage 
by any of the Mail Trains^ whether- such Horses or other animals or vehicles 
are accompanied by the owner or any other persons or not bat Horse Boxes 
or Carriage Trucks may be attached to Mail Trains on the understanding 
that such vehicles must give way to Passenger Carriages, and that the} are 
liable to be detached from Mail Trains at Stations or junctions to be forward- 
ed by a following Train. 



121. Rest for HqMW, ^ ^^*— At the written request and risk of 
owners, horses which may have travelled over 200 miles, can be halted, not 
more than 24 hours, en route at Ghaziabad, Umballa, Lahore, Mooltan, 
and principal stations on the Indus Valley, Kandahar State and Pup jab 
Northern State Railways. 

122. Race Horses. — Horses entered for, and to be run at any Race 
Meeting, will be carried free over the Sindh, Punjab and Delhi, Punjab 
Northern, Indus Valley, and Kandahar (State) Railways on the return journey, 
when the owner of the horse or horses produces a certificate from the Secretary 
of the Race Meeting, that the animal was actually entered and run, and 
conveyed by rail in the first instance, on receipt of which certificate the 
Station Master will issue a free return pass for the horses. This concession 
is limited to four months after the original date of booking from; the forward- 
ing station, 

123. Oows — With or without calf , can be sent by Mail Trains; the 
charge as for Horses will apply. 

124. Passengers riding in their own Carriages or Palanquins.-^ In 

such a case the charge will be the first class fare for each passenger in addition 
to the ordinary charge for the Carriage or Palanquin. 

125. When Carriages or Palanquins are loaded on open trucks, two 
servants, paying 3rd class fares, should ride with them as a protection. against 
fire. " " 

126. DogS — Dogs should be provided with Muzzle, Collar and chain, 
without which the Railway Administration will not be answerable foe t&eir 

safety. 

Owners of Dogs should be requested to attach $ pasteboard or wooden 
label to the collars of Dogs about to be conveyed by Kail way, bearing the 
name of owner and destination. 

1 27. Dogs are to be conveyed in a compartment of a carriage provided for 
that purpose, and upon no consideration must they be allowed to accompany 
passengers inside the carriages. An exception in the latter respect i» made 
in favor of ladies' lap dogs. 

No return tickets are issued for dogs. 

128. Puppies whether sent with dogs or not, will , be charged as parcels. 

129. Dogs carried by rail will be given, free of charge, a supply of water 
along the route where the ^ain stops for a sufficient time. Food must be 
provided by the sender. 

130. Dogs in batches requiring more room than is provided in the Dog- 
box of a Brake-van are chargeable at 4 annas per mile per vehicle used, one 
attendant allowed free with each, vehicle. 

When booking dttgs a Risk" Note is to be taken as with Horses. 

131. The Railway will not ire responsible for loss of, or injury to any 
dog of.' pter Rs. 50 in value, Unless an extra charge of one Rupee per 100 
xn$3fs f>f each 100 Rupees or portion thereof of value be pre-paid. 



Troops and their Baggage* 

132. Commissioned or Warrant Officers of the Army only, producing a 
certified extract from a Government Order, or a document signed by the 
Quarter Master General's Department, directing them to travel on duty, 
will be allowed to travel in the next higher class of carriage than that for 
which they purchase tickets; thus, Commissioned Officers may travel first class 
with second class tickets, and Warrant Officers second class with third class 
tickets. Officers' wives and families and private Soldiers' wives and families, 
when travelling on warrant, will in future be charged fare at the next lower 
rate to the class of carriage in which they travel, e. g. f an Officer's wife and 
family travelling first class to pay second class fare*, and a private Soldier's 
wife and family travelling second class to pay third class fares. 

133. When a warrant is not provided for the wives and families of 
Officers and Soldiers, they must be charged according to the class of carriage 
travelled in. 

134. The certified extract must be given up to the Booking Clerk issuing 
the ticket, who will endorse particulars on back of the latter. Officers not 
producing such certificate must pay the fare of the class in which they travel. 

1 35. Executive commissioned officers of the Commissariat and Ordnance 
Departments are authorized to grant Bail way warrants to their subordinates 
when travelling on duty, without the intervention of the Quarter Master 
General's Department. 

1 36. Troops by Mail Trains. —On the Sindh, Punj ab and Delhi, Indus 
Valley and Kandahar Bailways small bodies of Troops with their wives, 
children, followers and baggage, may be booked by Mail Trains in such numbers 
and quantities as can be accommodated in two* vehicles. This applies in 
alt local traffic and in traffic with the East Indian and Oudh and Kohilkhand 
Hailways, 

137. On the Punjab Northern State Railway two carriages may be 
attached to Passenger and Mixed Trains, but between Lahore and Wazirabad 
eight vehicles may be attached, thirty persons being the maximum in one 
carriage. 

138. Troops must not be booked by Mail Trains to the Great Indian Pen- 
insula Railway exceeding what can be accommodated in one vehicle, or thirty- 
two seat*. 

139. Troops by Mixed Trains.— On the Sindh, Punjab & Delhi, Indus 
Valley & Kandahar Railways, small bodies of Troops with their wives, children, 
followers and baggage, may be booked by Mixed Trains in such numbers, and 
quantities as can be accommodated in eight vehicles. This applies in all local 
traffic and in traffic with the East Indian and Oudh and Rohilkhand Railway? ,' 

140. But in booking to the Great Indian Peninsula and other Railways 
the limit hitherto observed will be continued, i. e • each train to carry no 
more than ninety-six troops and sixty followers with their kits and tents 
equipage, the total weight of which must uot exceed seventy-eight maunds. 

141. When Soldiers' dogs, coats, birds and all small pet animals are 

entered in the Government Warrant Despatch Order, or certificate, or travel 

in the custody of the men and at their risk, they are to be charged for at the 

rates specified below: the freight must alwavs be collected in cash : —

The Military public when travelling under Soldiers' Warrant should 
present the fiame to the Booking Clerk at the starting station, in order 
that a Soldier's ticket may be issued in its place. Soldiers 7 Warrants 
arte only documents by which the parties holding them are entitled to get 
Soldiers' tickets in lien of them, and do not authorise them to travel. 

142. It is arranged that in all cases where Troops are to be conveyed 
by Special or Extra Trains, the Military authorities will give ninety-six hours' 
notice. The minimum load of such a Train, will be eighteen vehicles including 
two Brake vans ; the maximum load is not to exceed thirty-five vehicles. 

1 43. On the Punjab Northern State Railway by Special or Extra Train, 
the maximum load is eighteen vehicles, excepting between Lahore and 
Wazirabad when it is thirty vehicles. 

144. In regard to Special Troop Trains the instructions and information 
given in the Transport Regulation Book must be closely observed by all 
concerned.

Lying Down Accommodation for Military Invalids. 

147. The minimum charge for such accommodation is at the number of 
fares quoted in the Tariff for the particular description of carriage reserved, 
but at the reduced rates applicable to troops. 

For any other description of first and second class carriage or compartment 
not enumerated above, fares at the reduced rates will be charged according 
to the number of sleeping berths in such carriages or compartments. 

If more persons travel than the minimum number of fares payable as above, 
then charge must be made for the number of individuals occupying the com- 
partment.

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1 49. These rates-are subject to a maximum charge o£ one rupee for a parcel 
Hot exceeding five seers irrespective of distance, but one, two or more small 
parcels from one consignor to ono consignee which. aggregate in weight less 
than five seers, each will be charged for separately as a five seer parcel. In 
cases in which the aggregate weight of two or more parcels of less than ^ye 
seers each, is over five seers, and the freight if charged separately on each 
would amount to less than that on a single parcel of the same weight, the 
charge will be as for one parcel weighing the aggregate weight, thus ;— 

If the consignor brought three parcels weighing one and one and two 
seers respectively for despatch to the same consignee, a distance of 2,000 
miles, he would have to pay Rs. 3-0 ; and if he brought two parcels weighing 
three and five seers respectively for despatch to the same distance, he would* 
have to pay Bs. 3-15-0. 

The charge should be reckoned on the through distance as if it were one 
Railway, with one minimum only, but it is understood that any special 
charges other than the mileage charge will ba added in the case of through 
communication by rail being interrupted. 

The above rates apply to through booking between all Railways in 
India, except the Deoghur Railway and the Oarjeeling Himalayan Tramway. 
They also apply to tfessrs. Burn and Co.'s Out-agency vid Caragola 

Parcel exceeding forty seers' weight, or eight cubic feet in measure- 
ment, may be booked if accommodation will allow ; in all such cases every full 
maund will be charged at the. forty seers' rate, and the extra weight or 
measurement separately as per table. 

Eacli parcel mast be weighed and charged for separately. 

When the oharge by measurement exceeds the charge by weight, the 
former must be levied. 

150. Vhen Parcels are despatched by rail, the Railway Parcels Receipt 
^r Anted to consignor at the sending station, should be produced by consigned 
when claiming delivery at the receiving station, as its non-production may 
occasion delay in the delivery of the goods till the rightful consignee can be 
ascertained. Consignor should at once post this receipt to consignee's 
address. 

Mo Parcel should be booked unless it is properly secured and in good 
travelling condition, and has the name of the owner and destination plainly 
addressed in English. 

151. The carriage of parcels must he pre-paid when they are booked 
through to the Great Indian Peninsula, Madras, and South Indian Railways, vid 
Jubbulpore and Delhi. 

152. Parcels to the Bombay Baroda and Central India Railway and Raj. 
putana-Malwa Railway, via Delhi, can be booked to pay, if sent by that route. 

153. Bulky packages, though of light weight, if, in the opinion of the 
Station Master or responsible Clerk of the Company, they require extra space 
and oare, must be charged a* double rates. This does not apply to the Punjab 
Northern State Railway. . 



. 154. Storage Oil Parcels.— Parcels unoWbtaetf, *r whiekaanncft tbe de- 
livered from any cause, or which are addressed to be left till eaJ led f or, w# 
be charged after the first seven days one anna per package for the first day, 
and half anna for each subsequent day. 

i 

155. Endorsement on Receipts for Parcel*.— If the consignee of a 

parcel is unable to take delivery of it himself, he must endorse the receipt 
with his own name and that of the person sent for the parceL 

If from any reasonable cause, the consignee of a parcel is unable to 
produce tho Company's Receipt the Station Master may deliver it, if he is 
satisfied as to the identity of the party, without the receipt being given up, 
a remark to this effect being made by the consignee himself when giving the 
Hail way a receipt for the parcel. 

Tn a similar case where the consignee is not known to the Bail way 
Staff, an Indemnity Note on stamped paper of 8 annas, irrespective of value, 
must be given. The applicant should also bring forward some known and 
respectable person who can speak to his idtentity, or failing this give J some 
o«hf*r proof of the same to the satisfaction of the Station Master or respon- 
sible Clerk of the Bail way. 

1 56. Valuable Parcels or Luggage.— The nature of contents must be 
described, at the time of booking, otherwise no responsibility can' be admitted 
in the event of loss, see Abstract of Act No. IV of 1879 at page 150. 
All inflammable and dangerous articles will only be carried Jby special 
agreement. 

157. The administration also does pot hold itself responsible for articles 
of any description unless the same shall have been received and signed 
for by one of its authorised Clerks or Agents. 7 

* 

158. Newspapers. — will be conveyed, carriage being pre-paid, at half 
parcel rates, delivery to be taken at the Railway Station. 

150. Ice can be despatched by Mixed Trains in a full wagon load at 1st 
class goods rate or J pie per maund per mile, at owners risk. The charge will 
be made on the weight actually delivered at the terminal station, provided 
the consignment is packed on despatch, to the satisfaction of the' Traffic Staff. 

160. Corpse. — The rate is 6 annas per mile : Minimum charge Es. 5. 

A Corpse will not be conveyed by Train, unless it is Jn a properly 
secured air-tight Coffin, and is accompanied by a Doctor's certificate, that 
death has not been caused by any infectious disease. Some responsible person, 
who will be required to pay his ordinary fare, for the class of carriage occupied, 
must in all cases travel with a corpse, to take charge of and remoye it on 
arrival at its destination. 

The Railways do not guarantee the conveyance of a Corpse by the 
Mail Traioe ; nor by any other Train, unless sufficient uotjtfe is giren^t* 
enable a vehicle to be provided for its reception. o 
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161. Specie Or Bullion. — Is carried, charges pre-paid, at two pie per 
maund per mile. 

a. — One man is allowed to travel free when in charge of consignments 
of from two to five tons, two men with consignments of five to 
ten tons and four me a with consignments of ten tons and over ; 
but the return passage will not be allowed free, except in the case 
of treasure booked under the following clause. 

5.— Government Treasure in quantities of twenty lacs (maunds 725) and 
upwards, will be carried at the rate of one pie per maund per mile 
with four Guards free in 3rd class carriage, who will also be allowed 
to return free to the station from which they started. Should 
the charge for a consignment under twenty lacs at the two pie rate, 
together with four 3rd class fares, amount to more than the 
charge for 725 maunds at the one pie rate, the latter charge will 
be made, and will cover four men free of charge. 

e ..Specie must be carried by Mixed Train only, and in Treasure- vans, 
under the protection of Government Guards, and the insurance 
charge will not be levied ; if not accompanied by a Guard, insurance 
charge must be paid, or the treasure will be refused. Due notice 
must be given to ensure proper wagons being collected for the 
conveyance of treasure. 

Specie can be sent by Mail Train from those stations which cannot 
send by Mixed Train. 

d.— Insurance is compulsory on treasure forwarded by the public if car- 
ried in charge of the Railway ; if with the owner, the rate of 2 pie 
per maund, will be charged. Loading and unloading must be 
performed by the Treasure Guard, who will pay the 3rd class fare. 

e.—Gold and Silver in any shape (except in that of lace or thread as to 
which see Goods Classification) when sent by Mail or Mixed Train, 
is charged as specie. Copper coin is sent by Mixed Train at the 
5th class goods rate, charges being pre-paid. 

/.—Specie or bullion in small quantities can be booked as luggage in 
owner's charge, and the rule regarding free allowance also applies 
in this case. This does not apply to Foreign Railways. 

g % — In the case of " specie " booked as Luggage in owner's charge, 
both portions of the Luggage Ticket should be given to the Guard 
Rule as regards free allowance will apply in such cases. 

162. Betel leaves by Passenger Train are carried at 3rd class goods rates. 

163. Ice, fish, shell fish, fruit, vegetables, Bazar baskets, bread, 

meat in smal^iantities, and ice, are chargeable at half parcel rates, subject 
to a minimum of two annas : freight must be prepaid. 



The charge for two or more of these consignments, when despatched 
from one sender to one consignee, to be on the collective weight, and not on 
the weight of each separate package, but the Jhelum Ferry charge must be 
made on the weight of each package. The rule as to separate charges applies 
to ordinary parcels. This rule applies to the Punjab Northern State, East 
Indian, Rajputana-Malwa and Bombay Baroda and Central India Railways. 

Ihe term "Bazar" only refers to packages containing miscellaneous 
articles of fresh and other provisions, such as fowls, fresh meat, fruit and 
vegetables, groceries and Oilman's stores in small quantities, and does not 
include a package containing only a single article of food as a bag of 
potatoes, which must be either sent under its proper classification by Goods 
Train, or at full parcel rates by Passenger Train. 

Ice blankets and boxes and empty packages are also carried at the half 
parcel rate. 

No package exceeding three maunds in weight can be , carried at half 
parcel rate by Passenger Train, but each consignment of ice, Bazar packages, 
<fec., may include severaljpackages under three maunds. 

These articles are carried over the Punjab Northern State Railway at 
owner's risk. 

164. Plants and Shrubs by Passenger Train.— Each package in- 
cluding earthen pots and other packing should not exceed one maund in weight, 

and the gross weight of each consignment must not exceed five maunds. Half 
parcel rate only will be charged if carried by passenger Train at owner's risk. 

The same rule applies over the Punjab Northern State Railway. 

165. Mineral Acids. —The weight of each case carried by Passenger 

Train must not exceed two maunds, except for sulphuric acid for which the 
maximum is two and half maunds. 

1 66. Poultry is carried at parcels rates. 

167. Live Birds* — No cages of birds measuring more than 18* X18*. 

x 12* must be allowed into carriages with the owners. All cages containing 
birds must be charged for by cubical measurement at five seers per cubic foot ' 
or fraction thereof at parcel rates. 

For a bird carried by the owner on hand or on a stick, no charge will 
be made, but two, or each pair, or a single bird over such, must be treated 
and charged for as one parcel, as follows : — 

Two birds, onefparcel ; three birds, two parcels ; four birds, two parcels ; 
five birds, three parcels ; six birds, three parcels. 

Cages of birds over the above dimensions must be carried in the . 
Brake-van, and charged in the usual way as parcels. 

168. Oats, Mungooses, Ferrets, Guinea Babbits, Monkeys and Pigs 
not in cages, are chargeable as Dogs. 



' " 169. Kg&, Sheep* floaty snialt Cattle, small Deer, small Tigers, 
¥ears, or Cubs, in consignments not exceeding three in number and well 
protected, will be carried by Passenger Train, each animal being charged at 
eight annas for every fifty miles. 

. 170. Keph&at Howdahs by Passenger Train when loaded in open 
trucks are charged the same as carriages or palanquins, but when carried in a 
wagon or brake-van with other luggage, at Parcels or Luggage rate, as the 
case may be; if booked as ordinary goods, see Goods Classification. 

171. Hor&es, Cattle, Wild Animals, Carriages or Palanquins, should 
be at the Station at least one hour before the departure of the Train by 
which tKey are intended to be despatched. 



172; Wild Animate in Cages are chargeable as carriages. 

173. The charge for an. Elephant calf not exceeding 4 feet 6 inches in 
Height is 3 annas j>er mile, and for more than one loaded in* the same vehicle 
»TOWfciba it allowed* proportionately as in the case of' horses. 

174. One wild animal not in a cage is chargeable at 3 annas per mile ; 
bift when two' or more such animals arcr booked in one* tnick, the charge will 
be at 4 J annas per mile. 



175: Cats, Mtm^ooaes, Ferrets, Guinea Pigs, Birds in hands or 
ii cages, Rabbits, Puppies and Kittens and other small animals in 

Ca^6S OT baskets.-— Ix sent by rail without some one in charge will be 
arkrwed to remain sis: hours at destination station free of charge, for every 
hour or part of an hour after the time of grace one anna per animal or 
bird, Ac, -will be charged. 

17$. D6ad Wfld AfriittalS are carried by Passenger Train only,, and are 
charged at the ordinary parcels rates. 

177. Boats are charged as carriages; if occupying one truck only, the 
charge is 3 annas per mile ; and if occupying two trucks 6 annas per mile. 

178. ffpArt^g A tmmiiii t inn will Ka Apmpn.tAmA by Ma.il and Mixed 
Trains over the Sindh, Punjab and Delhi, Indus Valley, Kandahar State, 
Punjab Northern State and East Indian Railways; at the ordinary parcel 
rates, on the following conditions :— 

'Powder* will be" carried * \}y any' Mail or Mixed Trains in not more 
than three packages, each weighing fifteen seers, securely packed, in tin 
canister, with an outer covering of wood or tin, so as to be quite spark proof. 
A certificate that they are so packed is required from the sender. 

Loaded cartridges and percussion caps— -The same number of 

packages, each in weight not exceeding 2U seers, will be accepted. This does 
not apply to breach loading cartridges, which have no restriction as to weight. 

. English packed cases. of twenty-five lbs. of gun-powder in tins, packed in 
tin-lined or wooden dust tight cases, will be received for despatch by Pas- 
senger Train at parcels rate. . . 
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Small quantities of ammunition, powder and laboratory stores, Buck a*' 
friction tubes, percussion caps, fuzes, <ftc., for the Ordnance Department will 
be carried by JMail and Mixed Trains over the Sindh, Punjab and Delhi, 
Indus Valley, Kandahar State and Punjab Northern State flail ways. , 

Government ammunition can be sent by Mixed Trains when loaded in 
Powder-vans. 

Over the Sindh, Punjab and Delhi,. Indus Valley and Kandahar Railways, 
as regards safety breach-loading. cartridges, the inner package under of card 
b^ard but the outer packago may be forwarded in an wooden box of not less 
than | iuch in thickness throughout, if the cartridges are not contained in Gov- 
eminent S. A, tin-lined service-pattern boxes. There shall not be any iron or 
steel in the construction of any such inner or outer package unless the same is 
effectually covered with tin or zinc, and any nails or screws used, shall be 
of brass or copper ; for full particulars for the conveyance of gunpowder and 
other explosives, see page 56. 

179. Correction Of Charges. —The Railway Administration claim the 
right to correct mistakes made by their employe's in charging fares or rates, 
and to recover the same. 

180. Parcels for Government Bulloek, Train Offices and Out- 
Stations. — Parcels of all kinds (except fresh fruit and other perishable 
articles), can be booked from Railway stations to the following Government 
Bullock Train Offices not on the line of Railway, and will be carried as far 
as possible by Railway, and the, remainder of the distance by Government 
Bullock Train Agency. 

The Railway freight may be either prepaid or bearing, but the Bullock 
Train freight cannot be prepaid. The Hail way receipt will show only the 
Railway charges, and the Government Bullock Train charges will be added ' 
on delivery, which will be made on production of the Receipt at destination 
and payment of all charges due.

Packages for Stations on the Railway where there is no Bulloek Train Office. 

Packages destined for stations on the line of Railway, where there are 
no Government Agencies must be prepaid up to the limit of conveyance by 
Bullock Train, whence they will be forwarded by rail " unpaid " to the 
station of address. For instance, a person at Simla wishing to send a 
package to Patna (at which there is ho Government Agency) must prepay 
the package as far as Umballa Cantonment, whence it will be forwarded by 
rail " unpaid " to Patna, the Railway receipt being also forwarded to the 
addressee " unpaid " by post. The sender can by previously remitting the 
freight to the Station Master at the forwarding Itailway Station ^sossoxfe S^ 
consignment being sent carriage paid to &es\>\n«&\oTs., \l <ta&re&« 
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LIVE-STOCK RATES AND REGULATIONS. 

181. Horses, Ponies and Cattle Rates.— Low-priced Horses, Ponies 
and Mules over 13 hands high, and declared as of less value than Be. 200 
each, and conveyed in cattle trucks, by Goods and Mixed Trains, at the 
convenience of the Railway, will be carried at the following rates :-*- 

For 4 animals or less in one vehicle 4 annas per mile. 

„ more than 4 animals 6 „ „ 

An attendant with each consignment or truck load will be carried free. 

Over the P. N. S Ry. the limit of height entitling ponies or galloways to CDiiveyaaoe in 
eattle trucks at four annas per mile per truck load of 7 or more has been increased to J4 hands. 

When this traffic is booked from Peshawar, this standard will also apply over the Sindh, 
Punjab and Delhi Railway. 

182. The charges for Ponies under thirteen hands high, Mules, Donkeys 
and Horned Cattle which includes cows and their calves, are as follow*; :« — 

For 2 or less in one vehicle, 2 annas per mile. 

„ 3 or more up to 6 inclusive, ,, 3 „ „ 

,, i or more ......... ,, 4 „ ,, 

JV. B. — These rates do not apply, when a sender requires a horse box ta 
be used. "When this is the case, the horse rate, as per Coaching Tariff, will, 
be charged. When a horse box is used by the Railway for its own convenience, 
and not at the request of the sender, the above rates will apply. 

The Railway Administration will not be responsible in any way for any 
animal carried under this rate, which condition in writing must be accepted by 
senders, on the face of the Goods Forwardiug Note, prior to despatch. 

183. The charges for Sheep, Goats, Pigs, or Foals of Donkeys 

are as follows. : — 

For three or less, carried in the Guard's Brake-van, the charge for each 
animal being eight annas for every fifty miles. 

For 4 to 9 inclusive, in one vehicle, 2 annas per mile. 
„ 10 to 15 „ do 3 „ „ 

,, 16 or more, do 4 „ „ 

The maximum load of a Cattle or Coke Truck for Sheep or Goats 
is 70 in number. 

184. The charges for Calves are as follows : — 

One calf if sent alone to be charged as a cow. 

Calves over 9 hands or 3 feet high to be counted as one cow each. 

Two calves not exceeding 9 hands or 3 feet counted as one cow. 

Cattle must be loaded and unloaded by the owners, but not after dark, 
and will be carried at their risk, and the freight must in all cusses be pre-paid: 

The minimum charge for any consignment of oattle by Goods Train 
will be Rs. 5. 

Cattle when sent by fast Mail Trains at the special request of Consignor 
are charged for as horses, but they can be sent by Mixed Train at Goods Train 
rates. 

185. Camels. — For 3 or 4 in a truck ... 6 annas per truck per mile. 
For 1 or 2 in a truck 4 „ „ ,„ 

An attendant will be carried free with each consignment or truck load. 
Extra attendants will be carried at 3rd class fares. Over the Sindh, Punjab 
and Delhi Railway in local booking Mixed Train feres are chargeable. 
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TELEGRAPH RULES. 

186. Messages in ordinary language must contain ho unusual comoina* 
tions, abbreviations or constructions. The maximum length of a word is 
fixed at six syllables, the excess is counted as a word. 

a. — Messages over the Government wires are classed either as Urgent, 
Ordinary, Deferred or Local. 

6. — Urgent messages are sent as soon as possible after being tendered. 

c. — Ordinary messages are sent in their turn with others. 

d. — Deferred messages will not be sent till the wires are clear of work, 
or in time for delivery early the following morning. 

«. — Local messages are those tendered for transmission within six miles 
of a central station for delivery to any place within a radius of 
one mile from the office of delivery.

Messages are accepted at all Post offices ; where the Post office is un- 
connected by wire, .messages are despatched by first post registered to the 
nearest Telegraph station without extra charge. Messages from places where 
there is no Telegraph station, should be tendered at the Local Post office 
with cash or postage stamps, in which case the Post Master full grant a 
receipt for the amount, or they may, at the option of the sender, be addressed 
to the nearest Government or Railway Telegraph office by post registered,, 
together with telegraph or postage stamps sufficient for their payment, in 
which case a receipt for the amount will be posted free to the sender. In 
the case of a private message sent by post to a Telegraph station with an 
insufficient No. of stamps, the excess charge will be recovered from the ad- 
dressee. At Post offices, telegrams can be prepaid in postage stamps. Proper 
form 8 on which to write messages are available gratis at all Telegraph stations 
and Post offices, and senders are requested to use these forms only. 

On the Sindh, Punjab and Delhi Railway Local, Foreign and Press 
messages are not accepted for transmission 

Words joined by a hyphen are counted as separate words. 

Words separated by an apostrophe are counted as so many words. 

Every separate or isolated character, whether letter or figure, is counted 
as a word. The same applies to an underline. 
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Signs which the instruments express by a single signal (signs of 
•punctuation, hyphens, apostrophes, inverted commas, parentheses, fresh para, 
graphs) are not counted. But decimal points and bars of division used with 
iigures, are each counted as a figure. Signs used to separate groups in cypher 
messages, are counted each as a figure or letter, unless the sender expressly 
desires that they be not transmitted. . 

The sender of a message over the Government wires can pre-pay a reply 
up to ten times the cost of the message, but no message involving the payment 
to the addressee of any amount over Rs. 2 can be accepted for transmission 
over any Railway Telegraph in India. 

. Postal insurance fee (which is fixed at two annas for every Us. 50 or 
•portion of Bs. 50) is compulsory in the case of a " reply pre paid" message 
which has to be sent to destination by post, as no cover containing unde- 
tfaced stamps or Currency Notes is allowed to be sent by post uninsured. 
Beply pre-paid messages addressed to field Offices are not to be accepted for 
transmission. The Postal .Registration fee is compulsory in the case of 
messages, which have to be posted in India, to places beyond Indian limits, 
and in such cases both the postage and registration fee of eight annas must be 
pre-paid by the sender. 

Messages may be collated by the additional payment of half the charge 
for the message. 

If an ordinary message be very seriously delayed or not delivered, 
the whole charge made for it will be returned to the sender on application 
to the Manager. 

If a collated message be seriously delayed or mutilated, or not delivered, 
the whole charge made for it will be refunded to the sender, 

If the sender of a message wishes to cancel it before transmission 
has commenced, he can do so ; but the charges upon it will not be returned 
-once the transmission has commenced. 

Telegraph Signallers are required to refuse to transmit a message 
'which may be of an objectionable or alarming character, or a message tend- 
ing to h ; nder the interests of Justice. 

A message addressed to more than one person in the same locality, 
or to several places of residence in the same station, is charged for as a single 
message, but a copying fee of 4 annas is charged for each destination after 
the first. A message addressed to several persons, or to the same person in 
localities where delivery is to be effected by different offices, is charged for 
as so many separate messages. 

* * 

Should the addressee of a message have left the station to which 
it is addressed, it will, if returned unopened, with definite instructions as to 
the new address, be re-transmitted without extra charge. 

Messages can be sent from one individual- or firm only. If it is 
desired to imply that more than one person or firm is concerned in sending 
the message, such information must be embodied in the text of the message 
and paid for, . 
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Messages can be addressed to places where tliere are no Telegraph 
stations. In such cases the sender must state from what Telegraph station 
the message should be posted, and the word "Post" must be inserted be- 
tween thev place of address and the name of the Telegraph Station. 

No charge will be made for ordinary Inland postage or for registra- 
tion, but Postal registration is compulsory in the case of Foreign messages 
which have to be posted in Indian limits, and in such cases both the postage 
and registration fees, annas eight, must be [repaid by the sender. 

When a message is addressed "wait arrival" it is to be delivered 
only to the addressee himself, or to a person duly Appointed by him. 

Peons who deliver messages are not prohibited from bringing back 
replies, provided that they are not detained over 5 minutes. The fact of the 
reply having been given to the messenger and the amount paid to him 
should be mentioned on the receipts given for the original message. 

Messages will be delivered free of charge at any place within five 
miles from a Telegraph Station. Beyond this distance messages will be sent 
by post registered or by such other means, as the sender may arrange and 
pay for. 

At roadside stations messages may be translated for the natives 
but no charges are to be demanded or received for that service. 

Application for copies of ordinary or urgent messages may be made, 

within six months of the date of the message, by sender or receiver to the 

Traffic Manager's Office, Lahore, Superintendent's Office, Kurrachee, and 

, Superintendent's Office, Sukkur and Rawalpindi. At the expiry of that 

period, all message copies are destroyed. 

For further particulars see Rules and Rate Tables in the Telegraph 
Office. 

The diagram following this page will show the connections between 
stations on the P. and D. Railway by means of the three wires in use, 
namely the main Hue, train, and intermediate wires.

RULES AND RATES 

FOR THE 

Conveyance of Through Coaching Traffic 

BETWEEN 

1. The Punjab Northern State, East Indian, Sindia State, Northern 
and Southern Sections, Patna and Gya State, Dildarnagar-Ghazipur, Raj- 
putana-Malwa,Muthra Achnera, Jodhpur, Rewari Ferozepore, Muttra-Hattras, 
Cawnpore, Farrukhabad, Provincial, Oudh and Rohilkhand, Bombay, Baroda 
and Central India, Bhavnagar Gondal, Tirhoot State, Nalhati State, Bengal 
Central, Eastern Bengal, Northern Bengal, Darjeeling Himlayan, Tramway, 
Great Indian Peninsula, Dhond and Manmad State, Bhopal Khamgaon, 
Amraoti, Nagpur and Chatisgarh State, Nizam State, Wardha Coal State, 
Madras, Mysore State and South Indian Railways. 

2. All' descriptions of Coaching traffic as also all classes of passen- 
gers and their luggage, are booked from and to any passenger station on the 
several Railways above mentioned with the following exceptions : — 

a. — No mail tickets must be issued to stations on any of the railways 
named, at which the mail train does not stop. 

6.— Tickets for a class of carriage which is not attached to the mail 
trains of any of the lines named will not be available for the mail 
train on such lines. 

c. — Upper class on the Sindh, Punjab and Delhi, and third class on 
the Great Indian Peninsula Railways, correspond to intermediate 
on the Rajputana-Malwa Railway, and through intermediate 
tickets issued on that Railway will be charged at fares made up 
of Raj pu tana- Mai wa Railway intermediate, and Sindh, Punjab 
<• and Delhi upper, or Gr*»at Indian Peninsula third class rates, as the 

case may be. Through upper class tickets when issued should be 
ma» ked accordingly in ink " 3rd class over Great Indian Peninsula 
Railway." 

d. — Through Mail third class tickets via Khandwa are not to be issued 
to Great Indian Peninsula Railway stations, as there is no corres- 
ponding class on that line. 

e. — Upper class tickets are not issued to Bombay Baroda and Central 
India Railway stations, there being no corresponding class on that 
line, 

/. — Ordinary third class Passengers via Khandwa to Great Indian 
Peninsula and connected Railways other than by mail train, will 
be charged over the Great Indian Peninsula Railway at 4th class 
fares, but a remark to this effect must be made in ink " 4th 
class over Great Indian Peninsula Railway." 

$r.— Ordinary Third Class Passengers are not booked through by Calcutta 
Mail Train to East Indian Railway stations between Howrah and 
Allahabad. 
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^.-^Ordinary third class passengers can be booked by Mail Train to 
and from the Great Indian Peninsula and Madras Railways, via 
Jubbulpore, the charges being thiid class fares over the Sindh, 
Punjab and Delhi, Great Indian Peninsula and Madras Railways, 
and intermediate class fares over the East Indian Railway. 

♦.— Horses are not booked by fast Mail Train over the Jubbulpore 
Line and East Indian "Railway Main Line below Allahabad, except 
subject to the minimum charges quoted at page 54, para. 35. 

j, — Reserved accommodation will be granted through to or from Oudh 
and Kohilkhand Railway, via Aligarh and Cawnpore. For fare, 
see page 64. 

k. — Passengers, Horses and Carriages are not booked to O. and R. 
Railway via Benares, but via Cawnpore and Aligarh only. 

I, — Return Tickets available for four months will only be issued in 
through booking between the stations specified in para. 17, page fiO. 

Wt — Native servants accompanying first and second class passengers, 
Servants' Tickets are issued at third class fares over all the 
Railways, except the Rajputana-Malwa Railway, over which 
Mixed Train fares are charged, entitling the servants to third 
class acomniodation throughout the journey, on East Indian and 
Rajputana-Malwa Railways. Each holder of a first class through 
ticket can purchase three, and each holder of a second class 
through ticket two, of these Servants' Tickets. All servants 
in excess of the number allowed to these respective classes, or 
who do not travel by the same train as the holders of the first 
and second class through tickets, are charged the same fare 
as ordinary passengers. On the Rajputana-Malwa Railway 
servants in excess of three allowed in this para., occupying the 
servants' compartment of first class carriages, are charged at the 
same rate as passengers occupying other third class accommoda- 
tion in the t»aia. 

n.-— As intermediate class carriages are not run on the Slow Passenger 
Trains ove* the East Indian Railway, holders of intermediate 
clasa return tickets can only travel by these Trains in third class 
carriages, 

o — Intermediate class passengers can be booked through to the E. I. 
Railway by any Train, except the Slow Passenger Trains. 

p. — Ordinary third class passengers by Slow Passenger Train can be 
booked to all East Indian Railway Stations, at the third class 
fares for each Company ; no booking by this Train via Jubbulpore 
to the G. I. P. or Madras Railways is allowed. 

q — Horses and Carriages are not booked through to the Nalhatti State 
Railway. 

r. — No traffic for which rates are not quoted is booke4 through to 
any Foreign Railway Stations. 

s.—Horsjes are not booked by Mail Train over the Great Indian Peak** 
aula Railway.

t< Horses are not- booked by Mail Train over the Punjab Northern 
State Hailway between Lahore and Rawalpindi. 

u —Ordinary return tickets are not issued by the Sindh, Punjab and 
Delhi Railway to Foreign Railways.

9. The charge for Railway fares or freight, say from Meerut to Banga- 
lore (Madras Railway), is therefore the Sindh, Punjab and Delhi Railway 
charge from Meerut to Ghaziabad, the East Indian Railway charge from 
Ghaziabad to Jubbulpore, the Great Indian Peninsula Railway charge from 
Jubbulpore to Raichore, and the Madras Railway charge from Raichore to 
Bangalore added together. 

10. Traffic booked to the Oudh and Rohilkhand Railway will be sent vid 
Allyghur for all stations on the Allyghur branch north of Lucknow. 
For Lucknow and stations below the route will be vid Cawnpore. 

11. Exclusion Of pies from charges. —In calculating charges on through 
traffio of all kinds, except parcels and dogs, (which are charged on the through 
distance) the odd pies, if under 6 pies must be dropped, and if they amount 
to six pies or more, they are in all cases taken as one anna in each Company's 
proportion. 

12. Through Carriages. — First, Second and Third Class Carriages 
specially constructed for the through service to and from Calcutta are attached 
to the Mail Trains. The carriages on the Mail Trains will run direct between 

Peshawar, Lahore and Howrah Terminus, enabling passengers to travel 

without being subject to the inconvenience of changing carriages at Lahore 
and Ghaziabad Junction. 

a. — Passengers for Bombay vid Jubbulpore leaving Lahore by Calcutta 
Mail Train will have to change carriages at Allahabad or at 
Delhi when the journey is made vid theRajputana-Malwa Railway, 

J,— First, Second and Third Class Passengers can travel through by 
the Mail Trains without change of carriages between KllXTacheO 

and Sukkur and Rohri and Lahore. 

c. — First, Second and Third Class Passengers can travel through by the 
Bombay Mail without changes of carriages between Peshawar 

and Delhi. 

13. Breaking Journey. — Holders of Local and Through Tickets for 
distances over 100 miles, are allowed one day extra for every 100 miles or 
part of 100 miles for the purpose of breaking their journey, if required. This 
rule obtains on the Punjab Northern State, Rajputana-Malwa, East Indian, 
Bombay Baroda and Central India, Great Indian Peninsula and Oudh and 
Rohilkhand Bail ways. 

H. Passengers booking to Bombay.— The attention of Passen- 
gers proceeding to Bombay should be drawn to the following, and they 
should be particularly asked to which station of those given below they wish 
to proceed, and how they wish their Luggage booked/

16. Ordinary fares are charged by all the Railways for all who travel 
in reserved carriages, in excess of the minimum charges as above. 

17. Periodical Return Tickets available for four months are issued 

to first and second class passengers between the following stations of the Sindh, 
Punjab and Delhi, Indus Valley, Kandahar and Punjab Northern State 
and Foreign Railways, the line to be travelled over only once in the same 
direction. Passengers may break their journey at any of the stations ir- 
respective of distance travelled or limit as to time, along the route, both in 
going and returning. The return journey must, however, be completod within 
fonr months from the date of issue. For instance, a ticket issued on 28th, 
29th, 30th or 31st October would expire on 28th or 29th February, and one 
issued on the 28th or 29th February would expire on the 30th June. 

18. Return Tickets available for fonr months will be issued for Horses 
in booking with East Indian, Sindh, Punjab and Delhi. Punjab Northern 
State, Indus Valley and Kandahar State, Oucfiz and Rohilkhand, and 
Nagpur and Chattisgarh Railways from the stations enumerated below. The 
other Railway Stations enumerated below (with the exception noted 
in clause q. page 45) only issue Two Monthly Return Tickets.

35. Horses will be conveyed in special cases, by Chord Line Mail 
from and to any stations between Howrah, Allahabad, and Jubbulpore, pro- 
vided there is room on the Train. Room is very seldom available from 
Howrah from 1 5th March to end of April or from up country during Sep- 
tember and October. 

There is no less charge than for 3 horses. 

Horses booked to or from any Foreign Railway by the Chord Line Mail 
to or from the above-named portion of the line, will be charge at the above 
rate, for this line.

37. The Insnrance rate on all horses of the declared value of more 

than Rs. 500, booked over the Great Indian Peninsula and Madras 

Railways, is 2 J percent on the declared value, irrespective of distance; where 
a horse is booked under a Monthly Return Ticket, the insurance charge will 
be on Great Indian Peninsula and Madras Railways 5 per cent, on declared 
value. 

A form of conditions under which the Railway Administration under- 
takes to carry horses, must be signed by the sender or hi* Agent. 

One Syce is allowed free with each horse.

40. Sporting Ammunition, Fog Signals, Gun Cotton and Phos- 
phorus may be despatched by Passenger Trains at the ordinary parcels rates 
if the following conditions are complied with ; — 

1*£ # — As the sporting ammunition and fog signals not more than three 
packages to be sent by each train, and each package not to exceed fifteen seers 
for gunpowder, English packed included, and twenty seers for fog signals 
(loaded) cartridges and percussion caps ; and breach loading cartridges are 
not restricted as to weight when packed separately. 

Gunpowder must be securely packed in tin canisters with an outer case 
of wood or tin to be quite spark proof, and a certificate to the effect that the 
package is so packed to be given by the sender. 

English packed cases of twenty-five Bbs. of gunpowder in tins packed in 
tin lined or woodtn-dust tight cases will be received f r despat( h by Passenger 
'J rain tt parcel rate. These packages usually weigh about 30 lbs. gross, and 
not more than one such package can be sent by cue train.

Railway. 

To or from Murree two annas per five seer or one cubic foot or 
fraction thereof in addition to the through mileage charge to or from 
Rawalpindi. 

To or from Haripur one anna per five seer or one cubic foot or 
fraction thereof in addition to the through mileage charge to or from 
Ha&an Abdal. 

The above charges to be entered in separate column of the parcels 

Way-bills. 

No other coaching traffic can be booked to either Murree or 

Haripur. 

The maximum charge for a parcel not exceeding five seera, will be 
one rupee, irrespective of distance, but when two or more small parcels 
from one consignor to one consignee aggregate in weight less than five 
seers each shall be charged for separately as five seer parcel. In cases 
in which the aggregate weight of two or more parcels of less than five 
seers each is over five seers, and the freight if charged peparately on each 
would amount to less than that on a single parcel of the same weight, 
charge shall be made as for one parcel weighing the aggregate weight. 

Ice, fish, shell fish, fruit, vegetables, Bazar baskets, bread, meat in 
small quantities and ice are carried at the half parcel rate. The charge 
for two or more of these consignments when despatched from one 
sender to one consignee to be made on the collective weight and not on 
the weight of each separate package, but the Jhelum Ferry charge must 
be made on the weight of each package. The rule as to separate charges 
applies to ordinary parcels. 

The collective weight of several parcels from one sender to one 
consignee must not be taken for charge. Each parcel must be weighed 
and charged separately. Parcels exceeding 40 seers in weight may be 
booked, but in such cases each full maund is to be charged as 40 seers ; 
and any balance under 40 seers as per table. 

Parcels containing perishable articles must be prepaid. 

Parcels charged at the half parcels' rates, must be prepaid, and will 
be carried at owner's risk, subject to a minimum charge of two annas. 

In calculating charges, the rates shewn above must be taken ; but 
on the total charge, a fraction of an anna less than 6 pies must be 
dropped, and a fraction amounting to 6 pies and upwards must be taken 
as au anna. 

No package exceeding three maunds in weight, can be carried 
at half parcels' rates ; but consignments of ice, Bazar packages, &c, 
may include several packages under three maunds each. 

Empty packages of fruit, vegetables, Bazar bankets, bread, meat, 
fish and ice are charged on return journey at the half parcels rates. 

In through-booking the charge is to be reckoned on through 
distance, as if it were for one railway only, and so entered in the Way- 
bill. The proportions of the several. railways concerned are not to be 
shown separately in the Way-bill.

Betel or Pan leaves by PasHenger traia are charged at third class 
goods rate. 

Plants and shrubs, each package including earthen pots, and other 
packing, must not exceed one maund in weight, and the gross weight 
of each consignment must not exceed 5 maun da, and will be carried 
by passenger train, at owner's risk, at half parcel rate. 

A Jhelum ferry charge of one anna on each parcel irrespective of 
weight up to one maund, is to be levied and to be shewn in a separate 
column of the parcels Way-bills. On parcels weighing more than one 
maund and up to three maunds, the charge will be one anna per maund 
or fraction thereof. Parcels over three maunds are not to be booked. 

EAST INDIAN RAILWAY. 

44. Single journey tickets are available for any train within 
twenty-four hours of the time of issue, except that third class tickets are 
not available for the Main Line Fast Mail Trains between Howrah and 
Allahabad. 

45. Specie or Bullion is carried prepaid on a minimum weight of 
one maund by Passenger Train only, at the rate of two pies per mannd per 
mile, the nearest anna being taken for any fraction of an anna, half an anna 
being taken as one anna, both in calculating the rate per mannd and in the 
result. 

a. — One man is allowed to travel free when in charge of consignments 
of fron* two tons to less than five tons ; two men with consign- 
ments of from 5 to less than 10 tons : and fonr men with consign- 
ments of 1 tons and over ; but return passage will not be allowed 
free, except in the case of treasure booked under clause B. 

b. — Treasure in quantities of 20 lacs (maunds 725) and upwards, is 
carried at the rate of one pie per maund per mile, with four guards 
free in a third class carriage. The Guard will also be allowed to 
return free to the station from which they started. Should the 
charge for a consignment of under 20 lacs at the two pies rate, 
together with four 3rd class fares, amount to more than the charge 
for 725 maunds at the one pie rate, the latter charge will be 
made, and will cover four guards. 

e. — Specie cannot be booked through to or from Calcutta. 

d. — Gold and Silver in any Shape, (except in that of lace or thread, 
as to which, see Goods Classification), are charged as Specie. 

6. — Copper Coins are sent by Passenger Train at 5th class goods rate 
pre-paid. 

46. Theatrical, Musical or Concert Parties, or Troupes of Eques- 
trian, or other performers, when not less than four in number, maybe allowed 
to travel in the next higher class of carriage to that for which fares are paid. 

The whole of the party must travel in the same train, but it is not 
necessary thai; all should be in the same class of carriage. 

They may be allowed to take their luggage by Passenger Train either 
at the ordinary luggage rate or at second class goods rate. If they elect 
luggage rate, the free allowance will be according to the class of carriage 
travelled in. If they elect 2nd class goods rate, no free allowance will be 
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granted, and if a Separate vehicle should be required, the charge will be 
subject to a minimum of four annas per mile, but the charge will be on 
actual weight if the luggage is carried in brake-van. Personal luggage only 
will be allowed to such parties as travel by Mail Trains between Jubbulpoi e, 
Allahabad and Delhi. 

The party must hold a written letter of authority from either the Agent 
or the Traffic Manager, which must specify the time during which the con- 
cession will remain in force, which must in no case exceed four months 

It is understood that the party will halt at one or more of the principal 
stations on the East Indian Kail way, and give a performance at moderate 
rates. 

47. Cricket Teams consisting of not less than ten persons travelling to 
play matches, will be granted return tickets 1st and 2nd class, available for 
two months, on payment of a single journey fare for each member, on the 
production of a letl er of authority from the Agent or the Traffic Manager. 

48. Polo Teams. — The concession granted to cricket teams extends to 
Polo parties when four or more bona fide players are travelling over the East 
Indian Railway. 

49. Polo Ponies in Cattle Tracks.— Two Monthly return tickets will 
be issued for Polo Ponies at owner's risk, for seven or more animals (under 1 3 
hands) in one cattle truck, a charge being made at six annas a mile for the 
double journey. An attendant will be carried free with each consignment or 
truck load. Extra attendants will be carried at 3rd class fare. 

50. Polo Ponies or Volunteer chargers in Horse-boxes, two 

monthly return tickets will be issued for Polo Ponies (13 hands and under in 
height) and Volunteer chargers required to be carried in horse-boxes at owner's 
risk on payment of single fares for both journeys, provided that the number 
taken is not less than six, and if greater than six that the charge for the 
number in excess be for three horses, or any multiple of three, according 
to the number carried. Thus — if seven ponies or horses are carried, the charge 
will be twelve annas, eight annas for six ponies or chargers and four annas 
for the remaining pony or charger. But the same charge of twelve annas 
would cover nine ponies. One attendant will be allowed free with each pony 
or charger. Any attendant in excess will be charged third class fares. 

51. Volunteers proceeding on duty. — All Volunteers proceeding on 

duty, i. e„ when attending shooting matches drills, are allowed to 
travel in the next higher class of carriage to that for which they have 
paid fares, on the understanding that officers only are to travel first class 
with second class tickets, all other ranks second class with' third class 
tickets. A certificate must be produced signed by the Officer Command- 
ing the Corps. 

Parties holding letters of concession described in paras. 46, 49, 50 and 52 
will not be permitted to travel between Howrah and Allahabad and vice versa, 
by fast Mail Train. 

The Horses cannot be sent by chord line Mail between Howrah and 
Allahabad. 

52. School Children of any nationality or creed journeying to or from 
their homes and schools in parties of not less than four (which number may 
induHp peraow in charge not exceeding one person to each child) will he 
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allowed to travel in second class carriages at intermediate class fare, and in 
intermediate class carriages at third class fares. The usual free allowance and 
charge for luggage will be made according to the class in which the children 
travel. The whole of the party must travel in the same train from and to 
the same stations, but not necessarily in the same class of carriage. 

This concession include the return of persons in charge, provided that 
the return journey is commenced within a fortnight from the date of com- 
pletion of the outward journey. 

Application from the necessary authority must be made by the Principal 
of the School or College at which the children are pupils. 

53. Parcels. — The rates for parcels are the same as on the Sindh, Punjab 
and Delhi Railway ; when the charge by measurement exceed the charge by 
weight, the former must be levied. 

Subject to a maximum charge of one rupee for a parcel not exceed** 
ing five seers irrespective of distance. 

54. Fish, fruit, vegetables, Bazar baskets, bread, meat, oysters, or 

fish in ice and ice in any quantities are charged at half parcel rate, subject to 
a minimum of 2 annas, all reservations have been removed. Freight must be 
prepaid. 

When two or more small parcels from one consignor to one con- 
signee aggregate in weight less than 5 seers, each shall be charged for 
separately as a five seer parcel. In cases in which the aggregate 
weight of two or more parcels of less than five seers each is over five 
seers, and the freight if charged separately on each wonld amount to 
less than that on a single parcel of the same weight, charge shall bp 
made as for one parcel weighing the aggregate weight. Each parcel 
must be charged for separately, unless two or more are tied together 
and made up as one parcel. 

Ice — in through booking is only charged at half parcel rate with 
a minimum of 2 annas. 

55. Fresh fruit, fresh vegetables and Bazar baskets.— The charge 

will be on the collective weight of each consignment not on the weight of 
each basket as hitherto. 

Consignments of fresh fish, fresh fruit, vegetables and meat, when 1 
in quantity or for sale fall parcel rates. 

Pomegranates fresh — See fruits fresh. 

The rule as to fractions of an anna to apply to these rates on the total 
charge only. 

Parcels exceeding forty seers or eight cubic feet may be booked, if 
accommodation will allow, in such cases full maund will be charged at 
forty seers rate, and the extra weight or measurement separately as per 
table. 

Parcels will not be received at the Armenian Ghat. 

Parcels can be booked to and from Calcutta (Booking Office in Fairlie 
Place) without any charge being added to the charge to or from Howrah. 

In through booking of parcels the charge is to be reckoned on the 
through distance as if it were one Railway with one minimum, but 
in the case of through booking it is exclusive of road and other special 
charges between lines not running in direct cou^^vro^^ ^&&l <&*s&, 
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Mast Indian Railway — continued. 

In through booking Dogs, the charge should be reckoned on the 
through distance as if it were one Railway ; this charge will be divided 
in mileage proportion between the Railways concerned. 

56. DogS in packs requiring more room than is provided in the dog 
box of a brake-van, are chargeable at four annas a mile per vehicle used. This 
also Applies to OuHh and Bohilkhand, Patna and Gya Railways, one attendant 
allowed free with each vehicle. 

57. Cats, Mungooses, Ferrets, Rabbits, Monkeys and Guinea 

PigS not in cages are chargeable as Dogs. 

58. Gats, Mungooses, Ferrets, Guinea Pigs, Birds in hand or in 

cages, Rabbits, Monkeys, Puppies, Kittens and other small animals in cages, 
or baskets, are chargeable as parcels, and if sent by rail, without some one 
in charge, will be allowed to remain six hours at destination station free of 
charge, for every hour or part of an hoar after the time of grace, one anna 
per animal, or bird, Ac., will be charged. 

59. Wild Animals in cages carried in cattle or open. trucks, are charge- 
able at 4 annas per mile per truck, one attendant will be carried free with each 
truck* The eharge for an elephant calf not exceeding 4 feet 6 inches in height 
is annas 3 per mile, and for more than one in the same vehicle a reduction is 
allowed proportionate to that allowed in the case of horses. 

60. Small Deer, small Tiger or Cubs of Bears, in consignments not 

exceeding 3 in number will be carried by Passenger Train, each animal being 
charged at the same rate as calves, sheep and goats. — see para. 61,

63. Camels*— 6 annas per truck per mile, not more than 4 to be loaded 
in one truck. 

64. Mineral Acids, one case if fulfilling the following conditions 
as to packing may be despatched by each Passenger Train at parcels rate : — 

1st. — The Acids must be in stone-ware jars or glass stoppered bottles, 
well secured standing up right in cases with sloping covers. Fluoric Acid 
must be leaden or gutta percha bottles. Solution of ammonia may be put in 
metal bottles with caps soldered on. 

2nd. — Bottles containing Aquafortis, Bromine, Muriatic Acid, 
Nitric Acid, and solution of Ammonia must be only J full to allow for 
expansion of vapour. 

2,rd. — The inside packing must be straw, chaff, saw-dust mixed 
With coal or wood ashes, chalk or sand. 

±th. — Only one description of these articles must be put in each 
case, and no other goods of any kind, each case must be marked with the 
name of the kind of articles it contains.

For this service extra charges, as specified below, will bo made in 
addition to the ordinary Railway freight from or to the nearest Uailway station.

73. Passenger Accommodation and Fares.— The classes of 

Passengers and Fares are 3 in number, viz. : Upper Class 9 pies per mile, 
Lower Heserved or Intermediate Class 3 pies per mile, and Lower Class 2 j 
pies per mile. 

74. Reserved Accommodation may be bad on application to the 
Station Master at the following rates: provided Compartments are available 
for the purpose : — 

An Upper Class Compartment, .. .i 4 Upper Class Fares, 

A Lower Class Compartment : 

From 16th April to 30th September inclusive 6 Fares each Compartment. 

From 1st October to 15th April inclusive 8 Fares each Compartment. ■• 

If more persons should occupy a reserved compartment than the number 
of fares above-meationed, fares will be charged for the actual number 
travelling. 

75. Reserved Accommodation Upper Class— The fares chargeable 

for each compartment will be according to the number of sleeping berths avail- 
able, subject to a minimum of 4 fares, and for a whole carriage in accordance 
with the number of sleeping berths in it. No more passengers will be 
allowed to travel in the carriage than fares are paid for. If more passengers 
travel than the minimum number as above, fares are charged for the actual 
number of passengers. Dhaies, Ayahs and Servant* generally may travel in 
a reserved compartment, but when in excess of the number of fares paid, a 
lower class fare will be charged for each servant in excess. 

76. When one or more whole carriages have been reserved, such carri- 
age or carriages miy be detached and re-attached whenever the occupants may 
desire, a demurrage charge of 8 annas par carriage for every hour or part of 
an hour being made for such time as the carnage or carriage* are not attach* 
cd to a running train. 
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77. Fish, fruits, vegetables, bazar baskets, meat, oysters in ice in 
any quantity are to be charged for at half parcel rate on the collective 
weight of each consignment, not in the weight of each basket as 
hitherto, subject, however, to a minimum of 2 anuas. 

78. Horses, Ponies Mules, and Donkeys— In cattle trucks are 

charged ns on East Indian Railway, and are carried under the same conditions, 
except that they can also be booked by passenger trains on Oudh and 
Rohilkhand Railway. 

79. Specie, Bullion and Copper Coin. — Specie or Bullion is carried 
at owner's risk by pHSsenger Train at the rate of two pies per maund per mile, 
the nearest anna being taken for any fraction of an anna half an anna being 
taken as one anna, both in calculating the rate per maund, and in the result. 
Gold and Silver in any shape (except Lace or Thread, for which see Goods 
Tariff) are charged as " Specie." 

Copper Coins are sent by Passenger Train at a rate of one pie per maund 
per mile and at owner's risk only. No guards anre allowed free. 

When Government Treasure is booked, free carriage will be allowed to 
Treasure Guards in the followiug cases, to the extent specified, viz : — 

1st. — One man free when in charge of Consignments of from two 
to less than five tons. 

2nd. — Two men with Consignments of from five to less than 10 tons. 

3rd — Four men with Consignments of ten tons and over. 

Return passage will not be allowed free, except in the case of Treasure, 
in quantities of twenty lacs (maunds 725) and upwards. 

Any men in excess of the number allowed free must be charged for at 
ordinary fares both going and re burning. 

. 80. Wild Animals.— Full grown wild animals such as Tigers, Loupards, 
Bears, &c, secured in cages, are chargeable as carriages. But small Deer, 
small Tigers, Bears or other Cubs in consignments not exceeding 3 in number 
properly secured, may be carried by Passenger Traio, each being charged at 
twice the fare of a Dog. 

81. Birds in or out of cages, and Paps and Kittens in boxes, baskets, 
are chargeable as parcels. 

82. Cats, Mungooses, Ferrets, Rabbits and Monkeys, are chargeable 
as Dogs. 

83. Calves, PigfS, Sheep, Goats, Ganies, or small Cattle, small Deer, 
small Tiger, Bear or other Cubs, in consignments not exceeding 3 in number, 
will be carried by Passenger Train, each being charged at 8 annas for every 
50 miles or part of 50 miles at owner's risk. 

84. Camels six annas per truck per mile, not more than 4 to be loaded 
in a truck. 

85. Newspapers, will be conveyed prepaid at half the parcel rates, 
but delivery will be given at the Railway Station. 

86. Bicycles and Tricycles by Passenger Train when booked as par- 
cels must be packed in crates or cases or be protected by wood-^wk^ ^Sojst^Ss^ 
they will be only carried at owner's risk. 
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87. Plants and Shrubs can be booked by Passenger Train at full 
parcel rates* All consignments booked at these rates Hie carried at owner's 
risk; in such cases no single package, including earth-pots, «nd other packing, 
must exceed one maund, and the gross weight of each consignment must not 
exceed 10 maunris. 

88. Betel Or Pawn leaves can be booked by Passenger Train at a 
special rate of one pie per maund per mile, and at owner's risk only and 
when booked at this rate they are not subject to the Goods minimum charge. 

89 Parcels, all parcels must be sent "bearing, " the railway freight 
and the charges for Government Bullock Train hire being realized on delivery. 
The Railway receipt will show only the Railway charges, and the Government 
Bullock Train charges will be added on delivery, which will be given on 
production of receipt at destination and payment of all charges due. 

JJO. Polo Ponies in Horse-boxes. — Two monthly Return Tickets will 
be issued for polo ponies (13 hands 2 inches and under in height) required 
to be carried in horse boxes at owner's risk on paymeut of single fares : 
for both journeys, provided that the number taken is not less than six, 
and if greater than six that the charge for the number in excess be for 
three horses or any multiple of three according to the number carried. 
Thus if 7 ponies are carried, the charge w»ll be 12 annas, 8 annas for 6 
pouies and 4 annas for the remaining pony. But the same charge of 12 
annas would cover 9 ponies. One attendant will be allowed free with 
each pony. Any attendants in excess will be charged at 3rd class fares. 

Agencies at Out-stations. 

91 . The Oudh & Rohilkhand Railway Company has established Agencies 
at Azimgurh, Dohari Ghat and Seefcapore for the receipt and despatch of 
parcels from and to Oudh and Rohilkhand and Foreign Railway stations. 

The Agent Messrs. Burn <fc Co. will issue receipts for parcels 
despatched, collect all freight due, and arrange for transport of all inwards and 
outwards parcels at Azimgurh, Gorakhpur and Dohari Ghat, and Messrs. 
Murray & Co at Sitapur. 

For this service extra charges, as specified below, will be made in 
addition to the ordinary Railway freight from or to the nearest Railway station*, 
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* Parcels to Dohari Ghat over 60 seers in weight, are charged an additional 6 annas for 
every additional 20 Beers or part of 20 seers. 

t Parcels to Seetapore over 60 seers in weight, are charged at the Goods rate. 
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Oudh and Rohilhhand Railway — continued. 

92. To insure Parcels against River risk in booking to or from Azimgurh, 
Dohari Ghat, or Gorakhpur one-sixteenth per cent, of the declared value must 
be added to the above rates. 

Routes to Azimgurh and Dohari Ghat Out-agencies — East Indian 
Railway Stations from Futtehpore to Calcutta both inclusive, will book to 
Azimgurh and Dohari Ghat vid Tari Ghat, and Stations from Malwah to Delhi 
both inclusive, will book via Cawnpore and Jaunpur City.

Bicycles and Tricycles by Passenger Train as parcels, must be packed 
in crates or cases or be protected by wood-work, otherwise they will only be 
carried at owner's risk. 

Fresh fruits, fresh vegetables and bazar baskets charged on the collective 
weight of each consignment, not on the weight of each basket as hitherto. 

Birds in hands, or in cages, Babbits, Monkeys, Puppies, or Kittens, and 
other small animals in cages orjbaskets, full parcel rates.

94. Specie in consignment of less than 20 lacs (625 maunds) two pies 
per maund per mile. 

In consignments of 20 lacs and upwards (625 maunds or over) one pie 
per maund per mile. 

The following concessions are made when specie is conveyed by rail :— 

a. — One man is allowed free in the brake-van when the treasure is con- 
veyed by goods train, or as a third class passenger when it is sent 
by passenger train, and the consignments are over 2 and under 
5 tons. 

b. — Two men in the same way when the consignments are from 5 and 
less than 10 tons, 

c. — Four men with consignments of J10 tons or over. 

d. — When a consignment amounts to twenty lacs of rupees or more (23 
tons or 625 maunds or more) a guard of four men is allowed, with 
return passage free of extra charge. 

If the charge on a consignment of treasure or specie under 20 lacs, 
charged at the higher rate (the two pios rate) together with four third class 
fares, amount to more than the charge for 625 maunds at the one pie, rate, 
the lesser charge will be made and will cover a guard of four men with 
return passage free.

Copper Going are carried by passenger train at the fifth class goods rate. 
'the freight must be pre-paid. 

95. Parcels — Packages which exceed forty seers weight, or are in con- 
signments excee&ng forty seers, will only be booked, if accommodation allows. 

In case a parcel exceeding forty seers is excepted, every full maund is 
charged at the rate for forty seers, and the extra weight over and above 
a maund separately as per table. 

When two or more small parcels from one cousignor to one con- 
signee aggregate in weight less than five seers, each shall be charged 
for separately as a five seers parcel. In cases in which the aggregate 
weight of two or more parcels of less than five seers, each is over five 
seers, and the freight if charged separately on each would amount to 
less than that on a single parcel of the same weight, charge shall be 
made as for one parcel weighing the aggregate weight. 

Each parcel must be charged for separately unless two or more are 
ti^d together and made up as one parcel. This restriction does not apply 
to parcels containing bazar packages. 

Each parcel must be weighed and charged separately, but this ruling will 
not prevent two or more parcels tied together, and secured in such a manner 
that they may be treated as one package being charged for as one parcel. 

Valuable parcels can be insured. 

The number, date and station from and to, of the parcel's way bill under 
which the empties returned were originally booked, should be inserted on 
the way-bills. 

In through-booking of parcels the charge to be reckoned on through 
distance as if it were one Railway with one minimum only, which will 
be divided in mileage proportion. 

Sporting Ammunition and Gunpowder are charged at the same rate as 
on East Indian Railway. 

Charges on parcels containing dangerous or perishable articles must be 
pre-paid. The contents of all such parcels must be specially declared. 

JT. B. — When the charge by measurement exceeds the charge by weight* 
the former must be levied. 

96. Plants and Shrubs when carried by Passenger Train at owner's 
risk will be charged at half parcel rate on the condition that each package in- 
cluding earthen pots and other packing does not exceed one maund in weight, 
and that the gross weight of each consignment does not exceed five maunds. 

97. Betel Leaves in consignments of less than 14 seers are charged at 
full parcel rate ; when consignments of over 1 4 seers they are charged at third 
clas &oods rates if carried by Passenger Train. 

98. Birds in Cages or other small pet animals in cages or baskets may 
if accompanied by the owner and booked with other luggage, and if the 
owner specially accepts all risk for injury, <fcc, in transit, be accepted, 
weighed, and charged for as a part of the Passenger luggage.

each batch of dogs requiring to be carried in a separate truck. One attend- 
ant is allowed to travel free of charge to water and feeii the animals. 

100. Oats, Ferrets, Monkeys and Mungooses, secured with collar 

and chain, Rabbets in batches or boxes (each animal to be charged for) are 
chargeable as Dogs. 

101. Wild Animals of the smaller kind, as small deer, small tiger, 
bear, or other cubs not exceeding 3 in number in cages which can be loaded 
in a Dog Box or in the body of an ordinary Passenger Brake- van, are charged 
at double the ordinary Dog rate for each animal. 

102. Dead Animals or Wild Birds are carried by Passenger Train 
only, and are charged for by weight at half parcel rate, 

103. Birds in cages if not accompanied by the owner, and booked as 
a portion of his luggage (see luggage rates) are charged as parcels. 

1 04. Large animals in cages, for which a separate truck has to be 
provided are charged as carriages ; each cage being taken as one carriage. 
Two or more cages loaded in one carriage truck are charged as two or more 
carriages. 

105. Small animals. — Other animals of a smaller size hot otherwise 
provided for, conveyed in batches by Mixed or Goods Train in horse-boxes or 
cattle trucks, are charged at the rate of 4 annas per vehicle per mile. 

106. Empty bread or meat boxes, 'baskets, Numdahs, $c., in which 
fresh provisions, ice, Ac, have been carried, may be returned by Passenger 
Train at owner'* risk for loss or damage in transit at half the ordinary parcel 
rates pre-paid, to the station whence they were despatched if tendered for 
return within 7 days after receipt, and provided the owner specify the date on 
which they were received full by him. The minimum charge on a return 
empty package is 2 annas. 

107. Fish, fruit, vegetables, bazaar baskets, meat and ice in any quan- 
tity, if not exceeding one maund in weight, may Jbe sent by Passenger Train 
at owner's risk at half parcel rates. The freight on all packages so sent must 
be prepaid. This Rule does not apply to bazar packages. The restriction as 
to small quantities at present applicable to meat, has been withdrawn. 

Return empty ice packages will be charged 3 annas per package in any 
case in which this amount is less than the ordinary parcels rate. 

108. Rate for Conveyance of Troops— The rates chargeable for 
conveyance of Troops are also intended to apply to Government servants (other 
than military men) of the OrdDance and Commissariat Department travelling 
under warrant credit notes who have been charged at the ordinary public 
rates 

109. Goods by Passenger Train.— If room is available, small consign- 
ments of non-bulky goods can be forwarded by Passenger Train at parcel rate. 
If tendered for despatch not less than one hour before the train is due to start. 
Charges in such cases must be pre-paid, such goods are liable to he transferred 
to another train en-route if the room they occupy is required for passengers' 
luggage, parcels, &e

Bazar baskets, meat in small 
quantities and fish, are charged (charges being prepaid) at half the 
parcels rates, no less charge being made than two anna3.

142. Dead Wild Animals, are carried by Passenger Train only, and 
are charged at the ordinary Parcel rate. 

143. Small birds and pet animals in boxes, baskets, and cages con- 
taining small birds and pet animals such as singing birds and parrots, cats, 
kittens, pups, rabbits, guinea-pigs, &c., are charged for at the rate 
for one dog for each twelve inches or part of twelve inches on the greatest 
measurement, whether it be length, breadth, or diameter of the box, cage, 
&c. The measurement must always be entered on the Way Bill. 

144. Sheep, Pigs, Goats, Calves, (if sent singly) small tame Deer, 
&c, and Tiger, Panther, or Cheetah cubs in cages, and which are so young 
as to be harmless, if carried by Passenger Train are charged at double the 
dog rate for each animal. 

145. Cattle sent by Passenger Train are charged as Horses. 

146. Fowls, if in baskets, whether conveyed in owner's charge or in the 
Brake-van of the same Train as passengers' luggage or, booked as parcels, are 
charged according to weight at the ordinary parcel rate. 

Jf not in baskets, the charge is at one half the dog rate per each fowl. 

These rates apply to poultry Ducks, Peofowls, Guinea fowls and Wild 
fowls in both local and through booking, also Geese and Tinkeys whether 
in baskets or not when booked through. 

The minimum charge for fowls when not in baskets is two annas each. 

The minimum charge on parcels of poultry is the same as the minimum 
charge on ordinary parcels. 

147. Bicycles and Tricycles by Passenger or Mail Train whether ac- 
companying passengers or not, will be charged at double the ordinary parcel 
rates by weighment, and will be carried at owner's risk if not securely packed^ 

148. Betel Or Pan leaves carried by passenger train charged at 3rd 
Class Goods rate, but when the rate is higher than the ordinary parcel rate 
that should be charged. 

149. Newspapers are charged at half the parcels rate. 

150. Goods booked by Passenger train are charged at parcels rate. 

151. Dogs, an extra charge of one anna in addition to the mileage rate 
is to be for a dog booked to or from Amroti Station. 

152. DogS in packs requiring more room than is provided in the 
Dog-box of a Brake-van are chargeable at 5 annas a mile per vehicle used, one 
attendant will be allowed free with each vehicle. 

153 Fish) fruit, vegetables, Bazar Baskets and Ice, are charged at half 
the parcels rate, subject to the minimum of charge of 2 annas at owner's 
risk, other fresh provisions at 25 per cent, less than the ordinary parcels 
rates. 

Meat in small quantities, — The maximum weight of consignments 
of meat to be conveyed at half the parcel rates, will be twenty seers. 

1 54. Fish, fruit, vegetables, bazar baskets, meat in small quantities^ 
and ice will be carried only when consigned at, orat^^r^* 

Bread is charged at the same rate aa ice. 
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Great Indian Peninsula Railway— continued. 

155 Rooking of Parcels via Dudur.— The charges for parcels 

booked from or via this line to stations of the Bombay, Baroda and Central 
India Railway or Railways reached via that line, or vice versd, will be calculat- 
ed on the mileage from Dadar station, and not from Dadur junction. 

Parcels.— At the following places Parcels are, if desired by the senders or consignees, de- 
livered at the charges mentioned in each case respectively, in addition to the rates for carriage, 
viz : —

The delivery charge will be at the rate of two pies per seer, and most be 
separately entered in Parcels Way Bills and Kempt Notes. 

Process of reckoning charges on articles charged at half the 

Ordinary Parcel rates. In charging for consignments of Fruit, vegetable* 
or any other articles chargeable at half the ordinary parcel rate the amount 
shewu on the parcels rate list should be converted into even annas according 
to the usual rule (six pie or over being considered as an extra anna, and lees 
than 6 pies being dropped) and then charged at half that amount, 

156. Insurance Of Luggage, one per cent, for articles up to the value of 
four thousand rupees, and half per cent, for articles above four thousand rupees, 
subject to the condition that when the insurance charge for an article valued 
at more than four thousand rupees comes to less than the charge for four 
thousand rupees, the latter charge will be made thus : — For the insurance of 
an article valued at six thousand rupees a charge of fifty rupees would be made, 
and not of thirty rupees which is what the percentage for the former amount 
would work out to. 

The minimum charge for insurance is four rupees. 

157. Treasure, Bullion, or Specie.— The G. I. P. charges for the 

conveyance of Treasure are as follows : — 

a. — In small quantities of less than 5 roaunds, it is charged at the 
Luggage Kates of 2 pies per maund per mile, and is carried in 
owner's charge. 

For consignments of 5 mds. or over, but less than 1 ton (27 mds.) 2J pie per md. per mile.

c— The usual minimum of 3 tons per truck used will apply to consign- 
ments of Treasure of 3 tons and over. 

d. — AU treasure is carried at owner's risk, unless insurance charges 
have been pre-paid at the ordinary insurance rate. 

N. B. — The G. I. P. charges for treasure are calculated on the actual rates per md. 
to Jubbulpore, the rule as to dropping pies being observed in the total charge only. 

158. Sporting ammunition is charged at 5th class goods rate over the 
G. I. P. and B. B. and 0. I. Railways, and is carried under the same 
conditions as on the B. L Railway. 

159. Opium — Consigned for conveyance by Goods Trams & opium when 
booked through to G. I. P. Railway, is to be charged over that line upon actual 
weight at the fourth Class Goods rate if consigned at the owner's risk, and at 
the fifth Class Goods rate if consigned at the Company's risk. No other 
Insurance charge is to be made 

160. Opium — Forwarded by Passenger Train & opium booked through 
to the G. I. P. Hy. should not, under any circ am stances, be carried by the Mail 
Trains for stations between Jubbulpore and Bombay and between Bombay 
and Wadi, but it can be carried by any other Passenger or Mixed Train 
throughout that Line, at the Parcels rates, upon actual weight for each 
package, if the total consignment weighs not more than one ton. But when 
more than one ton is sent as one consignment, the whole consignment should 
be charged for at the Parcels rates over that line upon the total aggregate 
weight and not upon each package. These charges are at the owner's risk 
in each case. 

0. — The packages must be carefully packed and sealed and given in charge 
of the Guard when of less than two tons in weight, but when 
consignments weigh two tons or more, they should be placed in a 
separate van, which must be locked and sealed on both sides. 

b. — There is no restriction of the total weight to be carried by Mixed 
Train, but not more than thirty tons should be sent by ordinary 
Passenger Train upon other parts of that Line. 

c— Upon Opium booked through, which is carried at the Company's 
risk at Parcels rate by Passenger or Mixed Train, the following 
charge is to be made over the G. I. P. Kail way, for Insurance, in 
addition to the charge for conveyance, namely : — 

First. — Between Khandwa and Bombay at the rate of one-eight per cent, 
on the declared value. 

Second. — Between any other Stations at the rate of three per cent, 
on the valne, when the value is declared at less than the rate of its. 1,500 
per chest ; but with a maximum charge of Ks. 22-8-0 per chest ; and at the 
rate of one and a half per cent, when the declared value is at the rate of 
Sb. 1,500 or more per chest 

In each case the minimum charge for Insurance over the G. I. P. 
Railway is Rb. 5. 

Excess Luggage, Horses, Carriages and Dogs, carried by Prur^ta 
Special Trains, are charged at the ordinary rote*. 
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Great Indian Peninsula Railway.— contd. 

161. Fractions Of annas. — When the total to be paid is over four 
annas, if the fractions are less than six pies they will be dropped, if six pies 
or more an additional anna will be charged. If the total to be collected is 
less than four annas, the newest quarter of an anna will be charged in 
each case. For example, in the case of a fare, or a charge for a consignment, 
that is actually, say, R&. 5-2-6, Rs. 5-3-0 will be charged ; or where the charge 
is, say, Rs. 9-4-8, Rs, 9-5-0 will be charged. But in the- case of a fare, or a 
charge for a consignment, which is, say, R&. 12-7-5, Rs 12-7-0 only will be 
charged. In the case of a fare which is actually, say, 3 annas and 4 pies 
3 annas and 3 pies will be collected. These rules apply in through booking. 



162. NAGPFR AND CHATTISGARH STATE RAILWAY. 

Baggage free. — The free allowance of baggage for invalid soldiers 
provided with lying down accommodation, should be calculated on the 
number of men travelling, and not on the number of seats actually pari for. 

Booking of 3rd and 4th class passengers. — These classes will be 
treated as upper and 3rd class over fcindh, Punjab and Delhi Railway. 

Fish, fruit, vegetables, bazaar baskets, meat in small quantities, 
and ice at owners risk, are charged at half the parcels' rates ; subject to a 
minimum charge of two annas. 

Parcels exceeding ODe maund and a half in weight, or twelve cubic feet 
in measurement, will only be carried under special arrangement. 

When two or more small parcels from one consignor to one 
consignee aggregate in weight less than five seers, each shall be charged 
for separately as a five-seer parcel. In cases in which the aggregate

In through-booking of parcels, the charge should be reckoned on 
through distance as if it were one Railway, with one minimum only, 
which will be divided in mileage proportion. 

Each parcel must be charged for separately, unless two or more are 
tied together and made up as one parcel. This restriction does not apply 
to parcels containing bazaar packages. 

-All parcels must be prepaid. The ordinary rule as to fractions of 
an anna applies to these rates on the final result. 

In through-booking of dogs, the charge should be reckoned on the 
through distance as if it wero one Railway ; this charge will be divided 
jjb mileage proportion between the Railways concerned 
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WARDHA COAL STATE RAILWAY. 

Meat in small quantities. — The maximum weight of consignments 
of meat to be conveyed at half the parcel rate will be 20 seers. 

Fish, fruit, vegetables, bazar baskets, meat in small quantities and 
Ice will be carried at only when consigned at owners risk. 

The minimum charge on luggage will be 2 annas, so that in a case 
when the through charge amounts to less than 2 annas it should be 
dropped. 

Free allowance of Luggage to holders of 4th class tickets 10 seers. 

Fish fruit, vegetables, bazar baskets, bread, meat in small quanti- 
ties and ice, are charged at half the Parcel rates, subject to the minimum 
charge of 2 annas. 

Parcels weighing more than 1£ maundsor 12 cubic feet in measure- 
ment, will only be carried by special arrangement. 

When 2 or more small parcels from one consignor to one consignee 
aggregate in weight less than 5 seers each shall be charged for sepa- 
rately as a 5 seer parcel. In cases in which the aggregate weight of two 
or more parcels of less than 5 seers each is over 5 seers and the freight 
if charged separately on each would amount to less than that on a single 
parcel of the same weight, charge shall be made as for one parcel weigh- 
ing the aggregate weight. 

Each parcel must be charged for separately unless two or more are 
tied together and made up as one parcel. 

In through booking of Dogs the charge should be reckoned on the 
through distance as if it were one Railway ; this charge will be divided 
in mileage proportion between the Railways concerned. 



163. NIZAM STATE RAILWAY. 

Minimum charge on luggage will be 2 annas, so that in a case 
when the through charge amounts to less than two annas it should be 
dropped. 

Meat in small quantities. — The minimum weight of consignments 
of meat to be conveyed at half the parcel rate will be 20 seers.

Passengers holding first, second and third class single tickets be-

Dogs other than Ladies' small pet Dogs, will not be permitted to 
travel in " owner's charge," and should not therefore be so booked.

Dogs are not permitted to travel in " owner's oliarge" and should 
not therefore be so booked if consigned to any station on that Line. 

Fish, fruit, vegetables, bazar baskets, meat in small quantities and 
ice, will be charged half parcel rates subject to a minimum of two annas. 

Fractions under 6 pies omitted, 6 pies and over charged as an 
anna. 

Each parcel must be separately charged for. 

Delivery of parcels in Bombay. — Consignments described as 
parcels and charged as such forwarded by the Commissariat Depart- 
ment from stations on the Madras Railway to Government Officials 
in Bombay, if booked under credit note, will be subject to an extra 
charge of 2 pies per seer (2 lbs.) for cartage in Bombay. This charge 
will be entered in a separate column of the Parcels Way Bill, headed 
" cartage charges," and a similar entry will be made on the Credit Note 
and added to the charges for freight. 

A parcel exceeding in measurement one *cubic foot for every 5 
seers weight, must be charged by measurement instead of by weight
